The fire was extinguished quickly 
by a force of 50 men recruited from 
the danger zone, under surveillance of 
the state fire ma he fire broke 
out at the very edge of the low-lying 
banks of white gas which hang in the 
region of the well. Fire patrolmen 
passed the word of the impending 
danger along the tightly guarded lines 
and the workmen at the well retreated 
to a safe distance until ordered back 
to work. 

Had the fire burst out a short dis- 
tance farther north it probably would 
have ignited the gas banks, and darted 
back toward the well like a flash of 
lightning. The main stream of the 
well is too thick for oxygen content, 
oil field engineers explained: it is 
the oxygenized gas banks that hold 
the greatest fire hazard.

Meetings Marked by “Ut- 


Locust Grove; Believed 
Thrown From Train. 


LOCUST GROVE, Ga., April 5.— 
(Special.)—About 4 o'clock Saturday 
morning J. H. Wilkins, 40, Pullman | 
porter on the Southern railway’s 
northbound Kansas City“Special, was 
talking to the baggageman when the 
train passed through Sandy, a station 
17 miles south of here. 

Two hours later the body of the, 
negro, with skull fractured in two! 
places and ‘a gaping gash under the, 
right arm, was found, still warm, half | 
a mile from the Southern . right-of- 


way in a tract of land known as Hugh } 


Price's woods, a mile north of Locust | 
Grove. 

The first report, made by two boys | 
who discovered the dead man, led to, 
the circulation of a story that a negro. 
Pullman porter had been taken from, 
the train and. lynched. 

Body in Kneeling Position. 

Wilkins’ body was in a kueeling, 
position at the foot of a small sap-. 
ling. Around his neck, and support- 
ing the body, was a white coat, such | 
But, | 
instead of being tied, as if to throt-| 
tle ‘the negro, the coat was placed | 
about his neck and pinned around the, 
supling. The ceat» merely held the 
body in a kneeling posture. 

The youths, however, did not stop. 
to investigate these details, and the | 
rumors of another lynching spread. | 
While the stories acqui an increas- | 
ed wealth of detail, KB, T. Overfield, of | 
the Pullman Company, in Atlanta, | 
added to the mystery by stating that 
a winduw, without a screen, was open 
in the car where Wilkins: worked. The 
train did not stop at Locust Grove 
or between Locust Grove and Atlan- 
ta and passengers did not recall any | 
unusual incident. 

Tracks of One Man. | 

Even more mystifying was the state- | 
ment by L. D. Hightower, sheriff of | 
Henry county, that leading to the’ 
body of the negro were the tracks of | 
only one man. Sheriff Hightower | 
added that the tracks led altnost due | 
west to the spot where Wilkins’ body | 
was found and then led in a northeast- | 
erly direction away from the scene.

The first report of the finding of 
the body was made to Will Pruitt, 
chief of police at Locust Grove. He

at once to the Hugh Price Woods, 
where he was joined by the sheriff. 
They first examined the body of Wil- 
kins, and discovered a gash under his | 
left arm. They believed that he had 
been stabbed to death as the coat |

Watch Stopped at 4:18. 

Checking up on the tracks, the two 
officers traced them to the Southern 
railway right-of-way and found where 
the negro’s body had struck the rail 
ballast. A trail of blood paralleled 
the footprints. 

Police Chief Pruitt and Sheriff 
Hightower returned to the sapling, 
und, after measurements, discovered 
that footprints leading to and from 
Wilkins’ body were made by a man 
who wore shoes more than an inch 
larger than those of the dead man. 
They found, also, that the negro’s 
watch had stopped at 4:18 o'clock, 
which is about the hour the train 
passed through Locust Grove, 

Chief Pruitt and Sheriff Hightower 
decided to let the body remain as it 
was until the arrival of Southern 
railway detectives. In the meantime, 
they requested Dr. R. L. Crawford, 
of Locust Grove, to make an exami- 
nation of the body. Dr. Crawford 
found that in addition to the gash 
under the arm, which had nearly 
severed it, there were two fractures 
of the skull. These had evidently 
been made by a_ blunt engineer 
There weré additional bruises caus 
by the negro's fall from the train—a 
fall which evidently was the result 
of being pushed through the train 
window. Dr. Crawford stated that 
the wound under the arm was not 
caused by a knife and that the negros 
death was not caused by a_ stab. 

: Inquest Js Started. 

When Detectives W. N. Graham 
and EK, M. Staats of the Southern 
Railway arrived, the body of Wilkins 
was brought to Vcust Grove and 
preparations made for an inquest. 

The testimony brought out the facts 
already given. It was stated by wit- 
nesses that the train did not stop or 
slow down near Locyst Grove. (ne 
witness, Jerome Cox, a linotype opera- 
tor, who lives near the Southern Rail- 
way a few miles from Atlanta, testi- 
fied that the train passed his home 
two minutes ahead of ‘its usual 
schedule. | 

Will Sutzer, negro, of Locust Grove, 
testified that the train slowed up as 
it was leaving Locust Grove. He said 
he heard the “steam being let off.” He 
explained that he was “an old frail- 
road man” and knew that the brakes

The Hoovererats expected to join |

man of the Spalding county conven- 
tion. 

After the convention had been called 
to order by Wilkins, he was nomi- 
nated temporary chairman and the 
nominations were closed, according fe} 
his ruling. Jackson jumped to his 
feet and attempted to ‘make’ another 
nomination but Wilkins banged his 
gavel on the table and said: 


“I was born in. Georgia and have’ 
| lived here all my life and I bave never 
| heard of but two parties, the demo- 


cratic and republican. I will not rec- 
ognize any Hoovercrats here. today.” 

Wilkins was then elected and a 
resolution passed indorsing Internal 
Revenue Collector Josiah T. Rose and 
President Herbert Hoover. 

The meeting adojurnéed but Jack- 
son called on the whites present to 
wait for “the real meeting.” This 
quickly organized, electing Davis Wil- 
liams county chairman, and J

Dentist Admits Part 


In Insurance Murder Plot

Tells Old Friend He Was 
Merely Pawn and Was 
Forced Into Identifying

‘BENTONVILLE, Ark., April 5.— 
(P)—Boyle Clark, Columbia, Mo., at- 
torney and for years a close friend of 
Dr. A. J. Bass, after a visit with Bass 
late today in his cell said the retired 
dentist had nothing to do with the 
slaying of William Robert Pearman, 
but would “admit con.plicity in a plot” 
to collect $200,000 on Pearman’s life. 
The latter's body was found near 
Gravette a week ago with three bullet 
wounds in the head. 


Clark said Dr. [Lass was a victim 
of other people and had no connection 
with the murder. He said Bass would 
admit that he falsely. made an identi- 
fication of Pearman as William Folta 
under whose name $200,000 in insur- 
ance was obtained on Pearman’s life 
and assigned to Bass as collateral in 
a land deal. He said also that Bass 
had done “other acts but at the in- 
stance of others.” 

Dr. Bass, he said, was to profit by 
not more than a $15,000 equity in 
heavily encumbered lands near Tex- 
arkana, Miller county, Arkansas. 

“Dr. Bass was ‘roped’ into this 
thing against his will and he was un- 
able to get out,” Clark said. 

After conferring with John R. Duty 
of Rogers, counsel for Bass, Clark said 
they would co-operate in every way to 
bring out all facts in due time in the 
interest of justice. 

Dr. Base will talk to no one. 

Clark asserted the mystery would 
be solved in the very near future and 
that Dr. Bass would accept responsi- 
bility for what blame attaches to him 
and would not attempt to shield any 
one. 

Clark said Dr. Bass did not have 
anything to do with the procurement 
of the insurance and that he actually 
was paid $5,000 by Pearman to lend 
his land to the scheme. 

Meanwhile, a search went forward 
at Kansas City for S. K. Johnson, 
real estate operator, sought also * in 
connection with the slaying. Kansas 
City. police, who were requested yes- 
terday to arrest Johnson after the 
grand jury had returned additional in- 
dictments, against Bass and other in- 
dictments which were not made pub- 
lice pending Johnson's arrest, wired 
that Johnson had sent word he would 
surrender today, but he had not: ar- 
rived here tonight nor had he ap- 
peared at Kansas City police head- 
quarters. 

The investigation was being con- 
tinued here, in Missouri and at Tex- 
arkana, near where is located 3,100 
acres of land owned by Mrs. Bass, 
which was involved in the purported 
land deal with Pearman, who pur- 
chased it under the name of Folta. -

Briand Returns: to Paris 
for Further Talk With 
Premier Tardieu.

LONDON, April 5.—(4)—The Lon- 
don naval conférence is being kept 
alive by a week-end reprieve which 
will carry. negotiations over into the 
twelfth week. 

Aristide Briand, the French. for- 
eign minister, around whom centers 
efforts to produce a five-power dis- 
armament agreement, today left for 
Paris to confer with his chief, Pre- 
mier Tardieu. Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald, of Great Britain, bade M. 
Briand good-by, then rushed off to 
American headquarters for lunch with 
Secretary Stimgon and Ambassador 
Morrow to acquaint them with the 
latest developments in the hunt for 
a security formula which will satisfy 
French. claims. 

Briand will be back in time to con- 
tinue negotiations Tuesday. His, pres- 
ent cross-channel mission is consid- 
ered by conference observers to. be 
the last for the purpose of the pres- 
ent negotiations. a , 

The chase for the elusive phrases 
which would satisfy French fears of 
national security, without increasing 
Great Britain’s risk of war in conti- 
nental Europe has not been called off, 
but the leading huntsmen, MacDon- 
ald and Briand, are becoming ‘winded. 
The Americans already have given up 
their part of the quest and are con- 
centrating on preparations for sailing 
on the Leviathan April 22.

WASHINGTON, April 5—/)— 

President Hoover is looking forward 
to a slender surplus at the close of 
this and the next fiscal year if the 
most rigid economy is exercised mean- 
while by beth the legislative and exec- 
utive branches of the government. 
. His estimate is based upon income 
tax collections for March which, he 
says, “indicate that the unfavorable 
developments of last fal did not af- 
fect individual incomes to the extent 
that many had feared.” The year’s 
receipts from this source are now ex- 
pected to be somewhat less than last 
vear, but substantially greater than 
in 1928, 

At the current rate of expenditure, 
the president said in a statement is- 
sued for publication today, “it ap- 
pears that we should be able to close 
the fiscal year ending the thirtieth of 
next June with a very moderate sur- 
plus.” 

The same holds true for next year, 
he continued, but there the situation 
is clouded by the fact that a surplus 
originally estimated at $47,000,000 
has already been reduced by $30,- 
000,000 through congressional appro- 
priations. 

“The major difficulty in prospect,” 
Mr. Hoover added, “arises from the

A comparison of revenues anticipat- 
éd for this year with appropriations 
indicate that the state would fall $2.,- 
042.000 short of sufficient funds to 
meet its obligations, he said. 

“If a million dollars can be deduct- 
ed from the pension appropriations.

In addition it is known that the 
race is being seriously considered by 
Judge R. C. Bell, of the court of ap- 
peals, and Edgar Dunlap, of Gaines- 
ville. 

Out of this field there are certain 
to come an unusually strong group 
of candidates who will warmly con- 
test for the nomination all the way 
down the route to the date of the 
primary. 

Final Candidates Problematical. 

The makeup of the final group of 
candidates, it is declared, depends 
very largely upon the decision of 
Judge Bell and Ed Maddox, both of 
whom would undoubtedly develop 
statewide strength and whose backing 
would largely overlap that of some 
of the others now being mentined. 
Judge Bell, should he announce, woul! 
undoubtedly divide the strength of 
both Carswell and Rivers in the sec- 
tion of the state from which ali three 
come, while Maddox would gé@t many 
votes which if he were not in the race 
would probably go to Holder, Perry 
and Russell. 

It is felt by some of the political 
leaders of the state that should Holder 
announce his candidacy would have 
the effect of largely reducing the votes 
which would go to Rivers, it being 
held that the votes Holder received 
in his race for governor four years ago 
and those received by Rivers in his 
race two years ago were practically 
the same. Naturally on this presump- 
tion if both were entered in the same 
race the totals of each would be sharp- 
ly reduced, 

All of those whose-names have been 
mentioned so far would have a right 
to expect a state-wide following as a 
result of their affiliations and the 
positions they now hold. Perry, Bell 
and Carswell, as holders of high of- 
fices in the state government, could 
expect strong support in every coun- 
ty, while Maddox, as chairman of the 
state executive committee, Russell, as 
speaker of the house, and Dunlap, as 
former head of the American Legion, 
could undoubtedly command strong 
organizations throughout the state. 
Holder and Rivers, having been gu- 
bernatorial candidates, could, of 
course, count on the aid of former sup- 
porters ‘inthe various counties.

Dr.-Broach Much Pleased 
With Help Being Ac- 
corded: Enumerators. 


Atlantans are according census 
enumerators whole-hearted co-opera- 
tion and assistance in their work of 
keeping tab on this city’s citizens, Dr. 
Elizabeth Broach, census supervisor 
for the fourth Georgia district, de- 
clared Saturday. 

“Everything is proceeding just 
splendidly,” Dr. Broach asserted, “and 
at the present rate there is no doubt 
that we shall complete the enumera- 
tion of this district well within the 
time limit of two weeks. The first 
three days’ canvassing of the city has 
revealed a fine spirit of willingness 
on the part of Atlanta people to help 
with this gigantic task and our corps 
of enumerators are working day and 
night, rain or shine.” 

Dr. Broach said: that reports to her 
office so far have revealed that only 
three instances of residents flatly re- 
fusing to divulge necessary informa- 
tion have been met with by workers 
in this district. In every case, she 
said, enumerators have been instruct- 
ed to use tact and courtesy and so 
far no action has been taken to force 


unwilling persons to comply with the 
census law. g policy of procedtre 
adopted by her office, she explained, 


is that when enumerators met with 


obstinate cases resulting in refusals to 
furnish the required information,. the 
enumerator is instructed to notify 
headquarters and an assistant is 
placed on that particular case. If 
the headquarters’ assistant meets with 
the same obstacle, the matter then 
is to be turned over to the United 
States district attorney for. action. 
Influenza has caused two or three 
enumerators to lay off from work 
temporarily, it was said, but as a 
whole the regularly appointed enumer- 
ators are standing up exceedingly weil 
under the strain of constantly in- 
terviewing citizens. In many in- 
stances, also, it is necessary for women 
to canvass certain sections at night 
and when husbands or other relatives 
accompany them as escorts Dr. Broach 
decided ‘a administer the oath of 
allegiance ‘to the male attendant, al- 
though he is#not on the federal pay 
roll and will receive no compensation 
for his part in the census-taking.

Gandhi reached the end of -his sec- 
ond pilgrimage of protest today on the 
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MAHATMA GANDHI. 


1,500 of America’s Lead- 
ing Scientific Men Will 
Open Five-Day Conven- 
tion Here Moriday. 


With every available hotel room in 
the city reserved, the vanguard of 
more than 1,900 of the most noted 
chemists in the world began arriv- 
ing in Atlanta today in preparation 
tor the five-day session marking the 
79th semi-annual convention of the 
American Chemical Society. 

The sessions, which get under way 
early Monday afternoon, will continue 
daily through Thursday, with next 
Friday set aside for a general tour 
cf sight-seeing of Atlanta and its en- 
virons. So large is the scope of the 
convention that it will be divided in- 
to 15 sectional groups, each of which 
will hold daily sessions throughout the 
gathering. 

Among the delegates who will take 
part in the intricate discussions are 
some of the most noted savants in 
the chemical world, and the entire 


scientific sphere will eagerly await 
revelations and announcements of hew 
discoveries in the realm of the atom 
and molecule emapating from At- 
lanta. While many of the latest de- 
velopments are closely. guarded prior 
te official announcement during the 
meetings, it is known that at least 
several will be of vast importance to 


marshy beach of Dandi, where he will 
ask the government of Great Britain | 
to imprison hin for refining salt il- 
legally.

Despite Gandhi's admittedly vast 
power of persuasion, his campaign of 
civil resistance against Britain—with 
its goal of independence—was in 
grave danger of failure. Already it 
has fallen far short of the pilgrimage 
of Indians which Gandhi led in pro- 
test against restrictions placed on his 
countrymen in Africa and which first | 
spread his name to all countries of 


the world. 
Asks Prison Ending. 


The Indian national leader’s sched- 
ule called for his pilgrimage of 200 
miles from Ahmadabad to end, not on 
the barren beach at Dandi, but behind 
the bars of a British prison, where 
the earlier African pilgrimage ended 
with such tremendous effects that 
Gandhi became the symbol of a long 
struggle against oppression of his peo- 
ple. But British officials have made 
every effort to prevent such a climax 
to the present pilgrimage and the 
mahatma has found a certain percent- 
age of his own people cold to: his 
campaign. 

Whether or not Gandhi will be ar- 
rested for violating laws protecting 
the British monopoly on salt in In- 
dia was doubtful a few hours before 
he was scheduled to make his gesture 
of protest, but it was certain that 
British officials would make every ef- 
fort to avoid giving him any claim to 
martyrdom which might arouse. the 
masses to violent action in his be- 
half, Officials ignored his campaign 
so far‘ as ible and there were no 
special polies guards ordered to the 
little tech of sand bordering the 
Gulf of Cambay, where the mahatma 
hopes to mark eer a definite 
step m the history of his country’s 
struggle for self-government.

Dr. Midgley and Dr. Henne, when 
they announée their discoveries in 
the synthetie refrigeration sphere, ‘for 
the first time in the history of science 
will announce to the world a method 
by which entire cities may. be refrig- 
erated to escape the ravages of tropi- 
cal and semi-tropical heat. While 
nothing is known generally of ‘their 
discovery it is known that Dr. Midg- 
ley, who was the discoverer of ethyl 
gasoline, and his co-investigator, Dr. 
Henne, outstanding Belgian chemist, 
have combined three chemicals which 
produce what is said to be the per- 
fect synthetic refrigerant—a_ revolu- 
tionary discovery which may change 
the -whole standard of human exist- 
ence throughout the world. 

This discovery, it is said, is a com- 
pound of carbon. chlorine and fluor- 
ine, technically known as “fluoro- 
chloro-methane,” a refrigerant that 
has a boiling point at 18 degrées be- 
low zero, Fahrenheit. Under its in- 
fluence, it is claimed, sweltering mid- 
summer nights in great cities will 
lose their terrors and the enervating 
tropic jungles may be made into 
healthful habitations for white men. 
It is believed that this new refriger- 
ant can be used to cool artificially, 
any enclosed atmosphere, sleeping 
rooms, submarines, mines, boiler rooms 
of great ocean liners and other heat- 
ridden places.

Heretofore in Georgia 
we have depended almost solely on the 
unjust and antiquated ad valorem 
property tax for the support of every 
subdivision and unit of our govern- | 
ment. Standards of wealth and kinds | 
of property have widely changed in. 
recent years, but upon the home, the | 
farm and other real estate and tangi- | 
ble property have been dumped all of | 
the increasing cost of government. 
“Under the system as it now exists 
the local school districts, the county- 
wide school districts, the towns and 
cities, the 161 counties in the state 
and the state government alike have | 
all been forced to place the burden 
of supporting their institutions on 
property that cannot be hidden from | 
the eye of the tax collector. This has 
increased taxes on this class of prop- | 
erty until the load is unbearable and | 
in case of real estate that produces no 
revenue it is almost confiscatory, 
“The present system of taxation in 
this state must be abolished.

Likewise, records are unavailable 
to divulge the exact year or date when 
the tiny wooden shed was first re- 
placed by a large brick and wooden 
structure, with a huge umbrageous 
top and with curlycue trimmings and 
archways. But, according to Wilbur 
G. Kurtz, Atlanta artist of widespread 
prominence, who has made his avoca- 
tion the history of Atlanta and its 
outlying vicinities, the first big brick 
and wooden structure, fashioned much 
like that which will be torn down 
shortly, made its appearance during 


the very first part of the Civil War— 


probably 1861-62. 

At any rate, the new “ear shed”’ 
became the popular center of the 
small town, now known as Marthas- 


ville, having been named again in 
honor of Martha Lumpkin, daughter 
of Governor Wilson Lumpkin. The 
land for the railroad depot was do- 
nated to the city by a Mr. Mitchell, 
who stiplated that it must be used 
for railroad purposes only. As the 
tracks Of the Georgia railroad from 
Augusta, those of the Macon & West- 
ern, Atlanta & West Point and West- 
ern and Atlantic, entered the city with 
the common terminal being the Union 
station, situated in the area now 
bounded by Central avenue, Wall and 
Pryor streets, the city found itself 
with a surplus square of donated land 
bounded by what now is Wall, Pryor 
and Decatur streets and Central ave- 
nue. In order to meet the stipulations 
of the donation of Mr. Mitchell, an 
arbitrary railroad spur track was laid 
aeross the unoccupied square, which 
itself came into common use as a city

With the line to Marietta com- 
pleted it was found that the state 
needed a locomotive. One was pur- 
chased in the north, Mr. Kurtz nar- 
rates, and it was shipped by water 
to Savannah, thence up the Savannah 
river to Augusta, terminus of the 
Georgia Railroad. From Augusta it 
was entrained on flat cars as far as 
Madison, the northern and eastern 
terminus of that line, and from Madi- 
son it was brought into the city on 
a huge truck wagon drawn by 16 
hefty mules. 

The first railroad reached Terminus 
—as the city then was known—and 
the event was a gala one. It was 
the autu of 1842, as far as records 
disclose,“when the populace of “Ierm- 
inws gathered in Murrill’s Row (now 
Decatur street) and beheld the prog- 
ress of the heavy wagon truck bear- 
ing the locomotive, called “The 
Florida.” It was a little engine, a 
two-driver, kettle-domed affair. But 


this strange outfit had combatted 
mud and dust all the way from Madi- 
son and its arrival attracted more at- 


|ltention that the first ‘airplane to 


reach Atlanta. Nearly everybody 
from Decatur followed it over to 
Terminus and the villagers were out 
to a man. 

Fifst Run to Marietta. 

“Tts initial run northward to Ma- 
rietta,” writer Mr. Kurtz, “was no 
less of an event. On December 24, 
1842, W. F. Adair pulled the throt- 
tle, after calling on all good men and 
true to help push-—-which they did.” 

The next big event, besides the es- 
tablishment by J. Norcross of a horse- 
powered sawmill, on the present site 
of the First National bank building 
at Five Points, was the arrival of 


the first train on the Georgia rail- 
The road had started from Au- 


lished the western terminus of the 
Western & Atlantic railroad. This 
was due to the opposition met by the 


railroad builders from citizens of De- 
catur, who objected to the tracks be- 
ing laid through their village domain, 
and in retaliation the Georgia road 
founders determined to make Termi- 
nus their terminal also. The town, 
however, was named Marthasville, 
when the Georga railroad completed 
its tracks to this city on Septem- 
ber 15, 1845. 

Closely hugging the area of the old 
“car shed” was the downtown part 


of Terminus, Marthasville and . At- 
lanta. Decatur street was bordered 


by a few houses and stores only, until 
about 1848. Known then as Mur- 
rill’s Row, it was the center of all 
things—the Main street with a dif- 
ferent name.. The popular diversion

(UN)—Dr.. C. J. Barborka, of the 
Mayo clinic, Rochester, Minn., an- 
nounced here tonight that Knute 
Rockne, football mentor of Notre 
Dame, will leave with him Sunday 
night by train for a final physical 
checkup at Rochester before returning 
to South Bend on April 24. 


“Rockne’s cold is better and his 
condition is generally good,” Dr. Bar- 
borka told the United News in mak- 
ing the announcement. “He is well 
able to stand the trip north by train.” 

It was Dr. Barborka’s coming here, 
by airplane from Rochester to -Chi- 
cago, and by train the rest of the way, 
that produced a novel, conflicting sit- 
uation in which Rockne was reported 
as having suffered a sudden turn for 
the worse. 


“There's nothing alarming about my 
being here,” Dr. Barborka said. “I've 
been a friend of the Rocknes, and 
I've been in charge of his case since 
he first suffered this thromba phlebitis 
last Oetober. I came south to return 
north with him. 

“The excitement over bis condition 
seems to have resulted from my tak- 
ing an airplane from Rochester in 
order to catch a train at Chicago.” 

Rockne and Barborka will go _ to 
Rochester, where the famous coach 
will be finally examined as to his con- 
dition. His Miami Beach physician, 
Dr. W. T. Hotchkiss, pronounced him 
“in fine shape,” and expressed the 
opinion he would be back on the grid- 
iron this fall. ; 

Rockne has been here since early in 
February, taking treatment and sun 
baths: He recently posed for photo- 
graphs. showing him _ hurling his 
erutches into the ocean in token of 
recovery.

Alligator lake, although a fresh wa- 
ter body, has neither visible inlet nor 
Hutlet. Other small bodies of water in 
the vicinity, Mr. Clarkson believes, are 
caused by seepage from Alligator lake 
and will disappear with elimination of 
the larger body. It is his theory that 
Alligator Jake is fed from the bot- 
tom by a spring which can be re- 
claimed and put to use when the lake 
is drained.

‘Georgians Like To Shut Minds _ 
To Disturbing Ideas’---Harper 


ATHENS, Ga., April 15.—Geor- 
gians are too optimistic, in the opinion 
of Dr. Roland M. Harper, research 
statistician, in the current issue of 
the University of Georgia Alumni 
Record. 

This optimism of Georgians, Dr. 
Harper believes, is retarding the 
state’s development along scientific 
lines and accounts in large measure 
for its treatment of the educational 
institutions and social problems. 

“Optimism,” Dr. Harper states, ~}: 
a desirable trait—an optimist is unt 
versally more highly esteemed than a 
pessimist—but it can easily be carried 


| sity compares pretty well with the col-

too far.” =o 

The spirit of thoughtless optimism 
causes people to be satisfied with 
conditions as they exist, and to be 
slow in adopting remedial measures, 
Dr. Harper believes. 

“Georgians like to shut their eyes 
and ears to all disturbing ideas, and 
therefore are opposed to any effort on 
the part of scientists to ascertain the 
truth about conditions in the state— 
just as the members of the Spanish 
Inquisition and other reactionaries 
from that.time to the present view 
all scientific discoveries with alarm. 

Dr. Harper's article is entitled, 
“Optimism Versus Science: Georgia’s 
Problem.” 

Georgia m: 1870. _ 

He discusses the problem in part 
as follows: 

“In the middle of the last century 
Georgia seems to have been above the 
United States’ average in wealth, cul- 
ture and other characteristics of, civi- 
lization, though its culture, like that 
of other southern states, was manifest- 
ed more in statesmanship than in sci- 
entific research. The Civil War de- 
stroyed much of the wealth of the 
south. but that was long ago regained. 
It did not immediately destroy cul- 
ture, for the ratio of births of noted 
persons (as typified by ‘Who's Who 
in America’) to total births in nrost 
southern states around 1870 was as 
great as for a decade earlier. 

“But. there has vidas been » & 
retrogression in some lines since, 
which ean hardly be attributed to the 
war. Neither can the climate be held 
responsible, as some of our northern 
friends appear to believe, for that has 
not changed perceptibly. : 

“Mere opinions on the tes < 
culture might not carry much convic- 
tion, but pr Deeng kinds of statistics 
are available to show Georgia's low 
rank in research at the present time. 

University of Georgia Lags. 

“In Georgia there were 34 scientists 
in 1910, and 86 in 1927, an increase 
of 153 per cent in 17 years. But in 
Athens the increase was less rapid, 
namely, from seven in the universit 
proper and one at the College of Agri- 
culture in 1910. to 10 and five in 
1927, althoug the number of all pro- 
fessors, and students, at the university 
must have trebled in the interval. At 
other Geo colleges in. 1927. Emory 
and Georgia Tech each had 10 recog- 
nized scientists, Agnes Scott three, and 
Oglethorpe, Mercer and Wesleyan two

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“There is not one starred scientist 
in the whole state of Georgia, though 
six starred natives of Georgia, one an 
alumnus and former professor at the 
university, are living in other states, 
where they are presumably treated 
better, financially or otherwise. 

Certain Subjects Taboo. 

“Of course it is not suggested or 
implied that all research is discour- 
aged in Georgia. Even the executives 
of a college where it was taught that 
the earth is flat or was created in 
six days—if we could imagine such an 
institution—might be gratified if one 
of its professors published important 
researches in mathematics or chemis- 
try, provided it did not interfere too 
much with his teaching duties; for 
that would not conflict with any re- 
cent traditions or offend any influ- 
ential people. And no doubt some rep- 
utable scientists could found in 
Georgia who would be willing to tes- 
tify. that their freedom has never been 
restricted in any .way, unless by lack 
of time or equipment. But at the

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same time, some subjects are more or 
less taboo, and restrictions on one 
line of research in an institution or 
community tend to put a damper on 
all; and this may partly account for 
the dearth of first-class scientists in 
Georgia.”

It_was 
a mammoth undertaking for Cotnty 
Agent Drake to locate, measure the 
land and supervise such a large num- 
ber of demonstrations. But this was 
not a one-man program—it was a 
county program. Mr. Drake had the 
help and co-operation of the leading 
men in the county. John King, chair- 
man of the county cotton committee, 
and fthanager of the large farming in- 
terest of the Taylor Company, was his 
right hand man. Mr. King located 
60 five- acre demonstrations on farms 
owned by members of the cotton com- 
mittee or on land financed by them. 

E. 8. Taylor and Taylor Merchantile 
Company, and the local fertilizer mix- 
ing plant, offered to their tenants 
and customers prizes amounting to 
more than $100. Cotton mills of the 


| county offered $100 in prizes and the 


County Fair Assbciation added $60 
to this. Also there were $3,300 in 
state prizes. The banks encouraged 
their customers to enter the cotton 
contest and helped finance the pur- 
chase of fértilizers. Chattooga coun- 
ty citizens were making a determined 


j effort to put cotton production on a

ceedingly dry most all summer, There 
was continuous rain throughout the 
fall, which resulted in the loss of 
much cotton. Unquestionably, Chat- 
tooga county citizens who sponsored 
the cotton contest and those who took 
part in it are to be congratulated on 
the splendid success of their project 
which was attained in the face of such 
difficulties. 

Detailed records were kept on each 
five-acre demonstration, At the end 
of the season these records were tabu- 
lated and .the cost of production and 
profits determined, ‘The records gave 
a complete picture of each demonstra- 
tion, how mitch time both man and 
mule labor were required to perform 
the various operations, and the amount 
and cost of various materials used. 
These records furnished many valua- 
ble stiggestions for improvement in 
plans for the next year. These rec- 
ords were published in bulletin form 
by the state manager of the cotton 
contest, along with the records of oth- 
er farmers who were in the five-acre 
contest, so each farmer can compare 
his record with other farmers in the 
contest. Among the leaders was R. 
L. Holland, of Holland, Ga. 

The Chattooga County Agricultural] 
Board has sét as its objective a bale 
per acre on 5,000 acres in 1930. To 
reach this mark, it is planned te use 
in addition to the five-acre contest 
a bale to the acre club on a farm- 
wide basis.

Late frosts caused considerable 


damage to truck crops in Mississippi 
and other southern areas. Tomatoes 
anid green peas were Lit rather hard 
in Mississippi, but much of the acre- 
age will be replanted. Cucumbers and 
berries were damaged in Alabame.

Produce markets took on a much 
brighter aspect last week, as prices of 
potatoes, onions and cabbage showed 
material advances.

Copper buying was reported to be 
showing some improvement, with the 
gain most marked in the export busi- 
ness. Chain store and mail order 
sales reports were mixed in charac- 
ter.

tion that the leading long lines were 
being reduced. The old crop premiums 
have led to reports that some cotton 
was being prepared for delivery on 
May if necessary, and stocks at the 
designated southern delivery points 
included 207,959 bales of certificated 
cotton at the end of this week, com- 
bee with 193,190 reported as of 

arch 17. 

Much of the week’s trading has 
consisted of transferring contracts 
from near to later deliveries, or trad- 
ing between months and between mare 
kets promoted by the fluctuating dif- 
ferences. Local traders seem no 
nearer an agreement on the question 
of the coming acreage than previously. 
There are some who feel that the 
recent advance in prices may operate 
against the campaign for a reduction, 
while others thought they saw indi- 
cations of a reduction of cotton acre- 
age, in the reported intention of cot- 
ton state farmers to increase their 
spring plantings of feed and food 
crops. 

It is reported that some seed has 
been lost in the southwest because of 
unseasonably low temperatures, while 
weather conditions recently have de- 
layed farm work, but it is evidently 
considered rather too early in the sea- 
son for these features to count for a 
great deal in ultimate results.

and prominent women in Georgia fed- 
eration, passed into the great beyond 


in Atlanta. The life of a splendid 
worker in club, social, religious and

Conceived Idea. 

In 1908 when a group of Atlanta 
women conceived the idea of creating 
a student aid committee, Mrs. Wey 
was made chairman of that committee. 
Later the Georgia Federation of 
Women's clubs took over the work 
of the student aid committee as. a 
part of its educational program, and 
Mrs. Wey was again appointed chair- 
man. In twenty years that founda- 
tion has grown from a loan to one 
girl of $35.00 until, at the time of 
Mrs. Wey’s death in 1928, loans were 
made to 438 girls, amounting to $65,- 
000. (Eleven Brunswick girls have 
received their education through this 
fund. ) 

These figures bespeak the wisdom 
and devotion of Frances Liggett Wey 
to a remarkable undertaking. The 
Memorial which. is being raised for 
her by the Georgia Federation is for 
the purpose that the work she started 
should always live, not only because 
of itg own splendid and far-reaching 
service—but as a living memorial to 
this noble woman, 

The first scene opens on a living 
room of the Civil War period show- 
ing Mrs. Liggett, and her three daugh- 
ters. Ella; Frances and Jeanegte. The 
mother read from a paper that Mat- 
thew Vassar had bequeathed 210 acres 
of land and $800,000 for the founding 
of an institution for the higher edu- 
cation of women and explains that she

The second scene shows a bedroom 
at Vassar where the three sisters 
are studying when a letter from home 
tells that their home has been de- 
stroyed by fire and they must Jeave 
college and give up their education. 

Third Scene. 

The third scene is a modern living 
room in Atlanta in 1927. . Frances, 
who is now Mrs. Wey, is seen inter- 
viewing a girl who is asking for a 
loan to continue her college studies, 
and Mrs. Wey regretfully tells her 
that there are no funds left. The 
girl becomes impatient and leaves 
angrily. Mrs. Wey sadly sits in a 
reverie. As she dozes off, the girls 
from the twelve districts of Georgia 
who have received aid from this Stu- 
dent Aid Fund appear before Mrs. 
Wey with gratitude for this help and 
the climax comes when the Spirit of 
the Georgia Federation of Woman's 
clubs enters with a hnge bag of gold 
which she lays at Mrs. Wey’'s feet 
for the continuation of this work, 
while the girls sing (to the tune of 
“There Are Smiles”):

Reduced Cotton Acreage 
Necessary to Prosperity

me that anyone who has the interests 


of the south at heart, and who has 
some helpful suggestion to make, 
should be heard. 

We are now confronted with the 
very serious problem of cotton acreage 
reduction. Every thinking man knows 
that with fair average seasons, an 
acreage of 45,000,000 can. produce a 
crop of 16,000,000 to 18,000,000 bales. 
With prices on an average of $30 per 
bale lower than in October, 1929, a 
crop of 12,000,000 or 13,000,000 will 
be a calamity—and a catastrophe 
should it reach 16,000,000 to 18,000,- 
000. 
The farm board says reduce acreage 
if we wish or expect to get any help 
from it. All the cotton co-ops insist 
on it. Every leading business man of 
the south advocates reduction. 

Our best thinkers along the lines 
of a safe and sane system of agricul- 
ture, insist that we must adopt a 
“balanced” system, which should and 
must include a great advance in live- 
stock growing. To do this success- 
fully we must produce our own feed 
cheaply and economically. 

A few of use who have tried soy 
beans find that they are the cheapest 
source of high-grade protein feeds. 
They are readily consumed by all 
classes of livestock from mules, horses, 
cows and hogs to chickens. More 
pounds of beef, butter, pork or fowls 
per acre can be produced from them 
than any other known source. 

They are easy to grow and harvest, 
and are one of the best legumes 
known for soil building. To grow 
them is almost to “eat your cake 
and have it too.” Some varieties of 
them are much heavier producers 
than others and seem better suited to 
our Southern soils and climates than 
others, so the prospective grower 
should be careful in his selection of 


to his soil and conditions. 

I believe the greatest boon to our 
Southern farming would be for every 
cotton grower to put in the best soy 


It seems to} 


beans on one-fourth of his usual cot- 
ton acreage. The three-fourths would 
bring nearly double the amount of 
money as from his usual acreage, and 
the one-fourth in soy beans would 
make him independent of other sec- 
tions for his requirements of food and 
feed crops. And at the same time im- 
prove his soil and in time make him 
independent of the fertilizer barons.

Legislative Extravagance 
To Scalawag Inactments 


Editor Constitution: I hope you 
can see your way clear to publish this 
letter. I am reluctant to trespass on 
the public attention or your columns, 
but there are things that need to be 
known, and I am telling some of them 
here; not: because I want to break 
into the limelight, but solely because 
the state is confronted by parlous 
times. 

The general appropriation act of 
1927 involved, for 1928 and 1929, 
an excess of expenditures of more 
than $5,000,000 above sible reve- 
nues. When the legislature of 1929 
convened, I offered a resolution pro- 
viding that the revenues for 1930 and 
1931 should be raised as usual, but 
only for meeting expenditures on a 
less extravagant basis, and that a spe- 
cial committee should inquire as .to 
the exact amount of the deficit anid 
provide revenue for paying it off, the 
same to be raised out of new but 
temporary taxes, the proceeds of 
which should be kept separate from 
other. funds and appropriated solely 
to discharging the deficit. The propo- 
sition so made was and is the only 
rational way of meeting such a situa- 
tion as confronted us. 


I was amazed at the bitterness with 
which the proposal was fought. The 
declared ground of objection seemed 
to be that such a plan would be a 
reflection on the ability and good 
purposes of the ways and means and 
appropriation committees. I was not 
then able, and am not now able to un- 
derstand this view of the matter, but 
it prevailed, and the resolution was 
defeated. Information subsequently 
reaching me indicates that there was 
another, and even a less creditable 
motive in the fight made on the reso- 
lution. 

When the general appropriation 
bill was reported, it developed that, 
instead of cutting back the appropria- 
tions to the more rational scale which 
preceded 1927, the bill actually in- 
creased them. While my resolution 
had been defeated, the discussion over 
it had had at least one beneficial re- 
sult. ‘The. members had gained some 


insight into our financial condition, 
and were in a frame of mind to lis- | 
ten to protests against a repetition of | 
the blunders of 1927. Accordingly, | 
when the general appropriation act of 
1929 came up, and was opposed on 
the ground of its reckless extrava- 
gance, it was actually voted down. 
So far as I know, this was the first 
time in the history of the state that 
such a thing had happened, though in 
1927 the appropriation bill received 
a majority of only one vote. 
Thereupon further consideration 
was given to the revenue bills. Some 
few slight improvements were made 
in the general tax act, and two new 
tax measures were passed, one a sort 
of nondescript oceupation or gross in- 
come tax, and the other a net income 
No reliable data existed for any 


only thing put forward as an estimate 
on either of them was mere guess 
work, 

As soon as these were passed, the 
house was assured that they would 
yield ample revenue, and the mem- 
bers went wild. The appropriation 
act was reconsidered and passed with 
a shout, still more additions being 
first made to it; large new and special 
appropriations were passed, and a 
constitutional admendment was pro- 
posed and adopted, looking to the ul- 
timate total abolition of the ad va- 
lorem tax and containing a provision 
under which the legislature may ex- 


So far as my limited ability made 


and there were a few others whe 
joined me in voting «a second time 
against the appropriation act; but it 
would have been just as possible to 
check a whirlwind by whistling. Per- 
sonally, | was in bad standing because 
of my course in the presidential elec- 
tion of 1928, and it has since been 
publicly charged as something discredi- 
table to me, that resentment at my 
course in that matter produced much 
of the *ppostion to my proposals gen- 
erally. But nobedy could have stopped 
the extravagance. There are forces 
operating in Georgia, which I have 
not time to refer to here, which guar- 
antee that the orgy of extravagance 
will not and can not be stopped for 
several years to come. 

These forces are aggravated by the 
fact that the Georgia Legislature has 
ceased to be a deliberative body. When 
debate on all measures is limited to 
about thirty minutes, and individual 
speeches to ten, reason is no longer 
operative. Bills are.constantly passed 
that nobody has ever heard of, and, 
even if the members knew what is 
going on, or could know, you can't 
stop the movements ofa mob. 

The two special tax measures 
passed would not be sufficient to-pay 
off the deficit of 1928 and 1929, far 
less to provide for the inevitable and 
greater deficit of 1930 and 1931. Men. 
talk about the five millions expected 
from each. This is the wildest guess- 
work. It is now admitted that the 
so-called sales tax will fall far below 
the guess that was made for it. As 
for the income tax, the biggest guess 
made for it only counted on $1,200,000 
for 1930. 

When we look calmly at what our 
revenues will be for:the next two 
years, and what we have already 
appropriated, I feel warranted in say- 
ing that the results of the years 1928 
to 1931, inclusive are _ practically 
paralleled only by . the fiscal op- 
erations of the scalawags and car- 
pet-baggers from 1868 to 1872. If 
notice be taken of certain other in- 
evitable facts, it is probable that the 
Legislature of 1931, yet te be chosen, 
will greatly aggravate the condition, 
In fact, there are at least fifty repre- 
sentatives in each house who have 
the intelligence necessary for under- 
standing the ruinous forces at work, 
and who would be glad to stop then, 
but can not control their own votes, 
and actually aid capably in doing the 
very things which they themselves de- 
plore.

Under such a 
system the extent to which this fear 
is real or only apparent we cannot 
say. We do feel, however, that no 
other system could bring us to such 
a condition as prevails now and what- 
ever disadvantage there may be in a 
city-wide contest can hardly offset the 
advantages. Certainly there is no dan- 
ger if a large proportion of the citi- 
zens will vote and it is our opinion 
that nothing will bring out the vote 
better than a city-wide contest. 


We know of no one group who 
should be more concerned about this 
change than the workers.

QUESTIONS 


BY DR. S. PARKES CADMAN. 


. Lansing, Mich. 

What, if anything, can be done 
to stop the annual increase of 
the laws placed on our federal and 
state statute books? It seems to 
me that we now have more legal 
rules governing our conduct than 
we can obey. Is not such a cun- 
dition a real social evil? — 

The technicalities involved in your 
question present problems for solution 
by eminent judges and lawyers. I can 
only approach the situation as a lay- 
man, and speaking as such it appears 
that little can be accomplished to 
remedy such a condition so long as we 
retain our pathetic faith in words, 
rather than deeds. We as a nation 
apparently have a_ belief which in 
some instances amounts almost to an 
obsession, that the mere statutory en- 
actment of a law will accomplish the 
result it is designed to secuce, 


I understand that several thousand 
bills have already been introduced in 
the present congress and if the past 
is any guide, a few thousand more 
may reasonably be expected before its 
session ends. It is estimated that 
» 400,000 federal, state and municipal 
laws are on the statute books of this 
country. Such a condition is a source 
of confusion for judges, lawyers and 
citizens alike. I am advised that there 
is a federal statute which makes it a 
criminal offense for a person to draw 
his check to the order of another for 
any amount less than $1! Surely, 
federal district attorneys have enough 
to do without being burdened wito 
prosecuting the breaches of such a 
law. 

Possibly our prevailing chaos and 
the annual mass production of stat- 
utes could be reduced if federal and 
state legislatures would recodify the 
necessary laws and repeal the ‘mass 
of obsolete, contradictory and super- 
fluous enactments which impede na- 
tional progress. One state, New Jer- 
sey, is now engaged in that task. 


As it is, many of these statutory 
monuments of folly and caprice aid 
the lawlessness deeply embedded 
large sections of American life. 
ers furnish loopholes for quibbling 
evasions and delays which hamper, 
and in some instances prevent the 
administration of justice. At times 
justice itself seems to be menaced 
with strangulation by the very en- 
trails of the law it is intened to ad- 
minister. 

The satisfactory answer to the so- 
cial side of your question, as I see 
it, is the inculeation through educa- 
tion, both in the home and the schools, 
of a greater respect for law and its 
observance.

“Mark you,” says Don Quixote to 
his inimitable squire Sancho, “there 
are two kinds of beauty; one of the 
soul and another of the body: that 
of the soul excelleth in knowledge. in

KNOW unemployment, not mere- 
. ly as a word or as a collection of 
“want statistics showing numbers gain- 
Sr 5 fully employed and numbers not 
employed, or as an “issue” by which politi- 
cal orators seek to garner votes. I know 
unemployment as a hard, cruel fact. I 
have been one of an army of unemployed, 
proportionately much larger than the num- 
ber at present out of work. Lack of steady

work, But when I came to America_with 
my mother~and her five othér children, 
we did not live in Pittsburgh;’as planned 
—because my father had lost his: job there 
by reason of closing of the mill... Instead, 
we went to Sharon, Pa., where my father 
eventually was able to find work. In my 
youth I knew the experience of obtaining 

job as a skilled iron worker, doing very 
heavy work for a few weeks or months, 
and then being laid off when the mill 
closed for an indefinite period; only to go 


through the same experience again several 
times in the course of a year or two; te 
be seeking employment through Ohio, Pen?» 
sylvania, Indiana, Alabama, Louisiana dm 
ing the panic of 1893. 

It was during that period that I subsigted 
by working in a camp on the levees of the 
Mississippi river in Louisiana. And it was 
the growth of a new industry under tariff. 
protection that gave me “permanent em: 
ployment. I saw the little.new tin_mill at 
Elwood, producing about 1,000 boxes of ‘in 


» 


plate a week, grow into an industry pro- 
ducing 50,000,000 boxes of tin plate an- 
nually. 

From first-hand experience, I know what 
“hard times” do to those who must earn 
‘heir living with their hands, IT have seen 
thousands of men stampeding toward mill 
gates on the mere rumor that “men are 
to be taken on.” t have s@en heads of 
families trying to support wives and “step- 
la4ders” yf children on the wages of. one 
er wo days’ work a week; incurring -store 
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bills for the bare necessities of existence 
over a period of months, hardly paid dur- 
ing a brief period of employment before 


. another time of “slack” work” came along. 


I have seen children of honest industrious 
men, pale, undernourished boys and girls 
without shoes. or warm clothing, picking up 
coal along railroad tracks to keep a fire 
in the stove at home. 

I think I have some knowledge of the 
feelings of men in the cities, the “white 
collar” men standing before newspaper of- 
fices waiting for first editions with possible 
help wanted ads tramping the streets day 
after day—and unable to get work. 

These things I saw, knew and expérienced 
in my boyhood and youth. I recall the busi- 
ness depression of 1907, when those who 
were fortunate enough to have work often 


were paid in “scrip,” which storekeepers” 


were glad to accept. Them came the de- 
pression of 1921 when between 5,000,000 and 


_ 6,000,000 men and women were out of work. 


In the present UWiemployment situation 
what has the government done, what is it 
doing to meet conditions? 7 

To answer that question properly it is 
mecessary first to determine what condi- 
tions it is we are trying to better, and the 
causes of those conditions. 

In the first place, it can be said that the 
extent of unemployment now is not nearly 
so great as it was in 1921. ! 

In the second place, it can be said just 


as confidently that the employment situa- . 


tion has improved since the first of the 
year. 

In the third place, it can be said, on the 
basis of known conditions and facts, that 
there is every reason to expect greatly in- 
creased employment opportunities within 
the next Jew months. 

These are not mere statements of hopes, 
based on optimism alone. They are con- 
servative well considered statements found- 
ed on definite knowledge of facets. 

The administration at Washington has. 
been accused of “whistling to keep its 
courage up while passing through the un- 
employment -graveyard.” I want to meet 
that accusation with facts, 

The first point I want to make: is that 
we do have facts to back up our opinions. 
For nearly 15 years the bureau of labor 
statistics of the department of labor has 
been obtaining figures every month show- 
ing employment in the principal manufac- 
turing industries throughout the nation. 
From 34,000 factories and plants we regu- 
larly collect information as to the number 
on the pay rolls and the wages paid.» In 
addition, we have -access to the labor re- 
ports made by the railroads to the inter- 
state commerce commission, covefing more 
than 1,700,000 employes. Furthermore, we 
have reports of states which make careful 
surveys of employment conditions within 
their boundaries, and whose factory inspec- 
tors and other state agents know what the 
conditions of industry actually are. Other 
agencies of the federal government, such 
as the department of agriculture and the 
department of commerce, have means of 
determining the extent of employment, both 
in the cities and Pural sections. ~ 

The result is that we know unemploy- 
ment now is less than one-half of that 
which existed during the two previous im~ 
portant depressions. The nation’s: 45,000,- 
000 or 46,000,000 people normally working 


' for themselves or others, have suffered 


some decrease, unquestionably, but there is 
every sound reason to believe that at least 
43,000,000 men and women are gainfully 
employed. 

We know that in three-fourths of the 
states the increase in unemployment, as 
compared with other years, is small. In 
only 12 states has thére been a serious in- 
crease in the number of jobless men and 
women. The “index” of employment dropped 
from more than 98 per cent in October, 
1928, to 84 per cent on December 30. By 
February 10 it had returned to 92 per cent. 

These statistics demonstrate that our 


‘optimism is based on solid facts, and not 


on mere hopes or expectations. It is true 
that we cannot tell with absolute accuracy 
the exact number, down to the last man,. 
of the unemployed in this country. . But in 


- the 1930 census for the first time we shall 


obtain a complete enumeration of the un- 
employed, and that will be helpful in the 
future in dealing with the problem of the 
jobless. 

~ Twenty years ago Carroll D. Wright, the 
eminent statistician, stated that we always 
bad 1,000,000 unemployed in this country,’ 
regardless of the times. These figures have 
been accepted by «tatisticians since then 
es accurate. To headline the fact that 
*] 600,000 men are out of work” is startling. 

Yet a committee of the Federated American 
Engineering Societies reported in 1921: 

_ “In the best years, even the phenomenal 


years of 1917 and 1918 at the climax of war- 
time industrial activities, when plants were 
working to capacity and when unemploy- 
ment reached its lowest point in 20 years, 
there was a margin of unemployment 
amounting to more, than a million men. 
This margin is fairly. permanent; seemingly 
one or mofe -wage earners out of every 40 
are always out of work.” | 

All over the world nations large and 


small have been engaged ‘with thé same_ 
From Italy, as this is written, | 


problem. 
comes a dispatch headed “Winter is blamed 
for Italy’s jobless. List of unemployed “is 
growing.” In Great Britain early in Feb- 
ruary 1,508,000 were listed.as unemployed; 
17,000 more than a week previous and near- 
ly 140,000 more than tthe year preceding. 
Under date of March 7 the number of Ger- 
man jobless was given in press dispatches 
as 2,300,000. From Spain, from Argentina, 
from Australia, from Brazil, from British 
Malaya, from India, China, Japan and the 
Netherland East Indies, come reports 
throfigh our department of commerce that 
business generally is below normal and un- 
employment above normal. The whole 
world, then, is in one of those valleys of 
its economic existence, largely unexplain- 
able, but sure to be succeeded by a “peak 
of prosperity.” 

In our own country there are both fa- 
vorable and unfavorable factors to be con- 
sidered in making predictions as to when 
business and employment will reach a high 
level again. We cannot close our eyes to 
either if we want to determine accurately 
what the future holds. 

The change for the worse came suddenly 
in October, following the stock market 
crash. In September employment was at 
a peak for 1929, in October it declined, and 
there were more declines in the two months 
following. A large number of our people 
had been withdrawing savings deposits for 
stock market activities. For the first time 
in 19 years savings deposits decreased in 
1929. So did the number of such depositors, 
Before that savings deposits had increased 
an average of $1,805,000,000 a ytar for the 
six years ended in June, 1028. The increase 


in that year was more than two and one- 


third billions of dollars. But im 1929 before 
the stock market broke, sayings deposits 
actually went down nearly $200,000,000, ~- 
When thousands of ‘savings deposit spec; 
ulators” were what might be termed de- 
flated in October, 1929, they very naturally 
and necessarily began to economize. Mer- 
chants were the first to feel the decline in 


~ buying, then the wholesalers, then manu- 


facturers. : 

Ordinarily, all over the country factories 
would have been closed forthwith, wages 
reduced, building projects abandoned. I 
know from my early experience as an iron 
mill worker that the first thought of em: 
ployers at a time of depression was: “Cut 
the wages; close down part of the plant.” 
I remember that at the time of the 1893 de~ 
pression’ wages for iron: puddlers were cut 
from $5.75 a ton to $3.25. There was no 
benefit to any .one from that course of 
procedure; only harm. The men had less 
to spend; buying of iron products was not 
increased. On the other hand, there was 
less buying power among the mass of work- 
ers and actually léss demand for goods 
than before. 

It was to forestall just such a condition 
that President Hoover called conferences of 
industrial, public utility; railroad and labor 
leaders. Large scale building programs, 
both private and public, were definitely 
scheduled; promises were made, which have 
been generally fulfilled, not to disturb labor 
conditions by wage cuts or wage demands, 
The beneficial effect is evident from a com- 
parison with conditions in-1921. The com- 
missioner of labor statistics has said, on 
the basis of compiled information, that more 
than 5,000,000 men and women were unem- 
ployed in the United States in 1921. 

One of the present unfavorable factors 


_Yeported by labor is that we still permit 


many thousands of immigrants to enter 
without quota restrictions to compete for 
jobs with our unemployed. Under the con- 
tract labor law, immigrants cannot eriter 
into contract for work before entering the 
country unless it is approved by the sec- 
retary of labor, hence immigrants come in 
without restriction as to the need of their 
services. In October alone there were 26,- 
740 immigrants entering the United States 
to compete for jobs with our own citizens 
in need of work, I talked with a man from 


_@ foreign land recently who was out. of 


work and couldn't find a job. It is.a piti- 
ful sight to see a man in a strange land 
among strangers trying to find work that 
cannot be found. He tramps the streets 
all day, and at the end of the day with- 
draws frém the crowd with a sad heart 
into a night of loneliness.

Such are the unfavorable factors in the 
employment situation. The favorable fac- 
tors more than outweigh them—as is proved 
by the fact that tens of thousands of wage 


earners have returned to work during the’ 


last few. weeks. 7 

One of the things that will create more 
work in the cities is the aid being extended 
to our millions of farmers. The federal 
farm board and other government agencies 
are putting the farmers in a-—position to 
make profits. Those profits will be spent 
for clothing, radios, automobiles, books, sew- 
ing machines, farm implements and the 
thousand and one things that keep men 
busy in city factories and“ workshops. 


Equally important, the men who now 


manage industries generally understand 
that high wages breed prosperity. The old 
policy of giving labor as Ittie as possible 
has given way, quite generally, to a policy 
of paying as much as possible. A liberal or 
saving wage results in additional purchases

As this is written the tariff debate. is - 
about to end, and the present uncertainty 
in many industries should terminate with- 
in a month or two. The result will be re- 
sumption either of normal operations, or 
the beginning of greatly increased produc- 
tion, with need for thousands of additional - 
workers, 

From all. over ‘ne jeountry come reports 
of actual ent of construction 
on public. works, ‘dnd. on buildings, private 
and public.” THe secretary of commerce has 
announced. that the construction program ° 
ef the federal government and of various 
civic agencies will amount to $7,000,000,000. 
By early spring road building will be under 
way throughout the country; power plants 
will be under construction: river and harbor 
improvements started, postoffices and other 
public buildings rising from the ground 
and private building contracts under way.. 


This is the great “prosperity reserve” that 
will carry labor up out of the valley of 
unemployment. Already the Associated Gen- 


‘eral Contractors of America have announced 


that buildings planned so far this year are 
almost double (188 per cent) of what they 
were @ year ago. Engineering contract 
awards for this year, up to February 7, 
were 60 per cent more than last year. 

This vast construction. program, largely 
attributable to the president’s conferences 
with industrial, business and labor leaders, _ 
will furnish “relief” to the unemployed more 


' than anything else. It is jobs, not charity, 


that the unemployed want and must have, 
And the building construction program 
alone is already furnishing employment of 
tens of thousands of additional men and 
women in offices, stores, cement plants, 
steel mills, lumber yards and scores of other 
industries. ‘ 

lL am heartily in favor of more accurate 
and timely statistics relating to employ- 
ment, as proposed in bills introduced in 
congress, as well as a better system of 
public employment agencies. But it. is the

Months ago ‘the government, under the 
president's leadership, took definite, prac- 
tical and effective steps to increase employ- 
ment.

These unsigned. letters from an English 
officer to a wealthy American girl who was 
a nurse in France during the World War 
were found in a dugout by an officer of 
the R. F. A., and were taken to John Lane, 
London publisher, who decided to print 
the epistles in story form as the only pos- 
sible means of discovering the identity of 
the young woman. 

Mr. Lane stated that the originals are 
awaiting her in his office and will be turned 
over to her upon his proving her identity. 
Bat to date the letters have remained un- 
claimed. ' 


BY AN UNKNOWN SOLDIER 


HAVE been given my job for the 
big .show. 
We expect that when the at- 
tack starts we shall be able to ad- 
vance to a great depth. If our infantry find 
things easy, they will soon get out of range 
of our artillery, so we are building a road 
for our guns right up to the-front line. 
On the day of the show this road will have 
to be carried on across No Man’s Land, 
over the.Hun front-line and so far as his 
‘support trenches. 


Most of this work will be done under 
this barrage, and I have been detailed to 
the job. I shall have a hundred men under 
me. They’ll all be volunteers, as they'll only 
have what’s known as a fifty-fifty-chance 
of coming out alive. They’ll have to be stout 
fellows; our orders are that our wounded 
are to be left where they drop. The road 
has to go through at all costs. We’ve al- 
ready begun the first part of it. 

We work only at night, just as we did 
on the forward gun-pits. It depends on 
the moon at what hour we start; but it’s 
usually about midnight. There’s no smoking 
allowed, no talking above a whisper. 

The moment a Hun flare shoots up, we lie 
flat, hugging the ground. Then up we jump 


and commence filling shell holes, putting in 
planks in the worst places and building 
bridges across the trenches. I-think the 
enemy has .guessed what we're about, for 
he keeps a whiz-bang battery eternally 
sweeping and searching for us; every night, 
from his point of view, he has some luck. 
Rare Pluck. 

This perpetual murder is damnable and 
splendid. Our men’s courage leaves me 
breathless. It is only the undiscussed nobility 
of their purpose that keeps them going. 
It isn’t pay; it isn’t the hope of decorations. 
It doesn’t matter who or what our men 
were in civilian life, they all show the same 
capacity for sacrifice when in danger. 

Some of them were public school men; 
some_ served behind counters; some were 
day-laborers. We have several who have 
been in gaol; they’re every bit as good as 
the others. War has taught me as nothing 
else could have done how to love and re- 
spect my brother-man. 


I feel humbled .in the presence of the 
patient, unconscious pluck of these fellows, 
I wonder whether I, in their shoes, could be 
as good under the same circumstances. They 
usually carry out twice as much as they’re 
ordered. They’re rarely sullen. They're al- 
most always cheery and helpful. 

Strange Dreams. 

But the long strain is telling. We wish 
with all oug hearts that the offensive would 
commence, It’s far easier to go through 
hell for 24 hours than to carry on in the 
mud-filliing sand-bags, building bridges, 
working feverishly under the cover of dark- 
ness, digging and digging till every bone 
in one’s body is aching. We officers are 
all hard at spade work; we do it for the 
sake of example. It’s no good urging your 
men to dig harder if you're sitting down 
with a cigaret in youh mother yourself. 

I spoke about the suspense on one’s 
nerves. We’ve had,a curious case of it. Poor 
old Stephen had a dream before he died. 
He thought that he was in a wood and 


came across a little white cross in the - 
tangled underbrush. 


On stooping down he read, “Sacred to 
the Memory of Jack Holt.” You will remem- 
ber that Stephen was killed while Jack was 
absent in Bligh. On Jack’s return he said 
to me, “I knew already that Stephen was 
dead.” Then he told me exactly the same 
dream, only when he bent down to‘ ex- 
amine the cross he read th one word— 
Stephen. 

One dream has been fulfilled but the oth- 
er—I hate to record it. I felt as if the mere 
recording of it might help to make the 
prophecy come true; We're all of us doing 
our best to keep Jack out of danger; when 
some piece of especially dirty work falls 
to his share, we usually manage to make 
the major let one of us take it. Jack can’t 
make it out, and we don’t tell him. He 
thinks that why ticklish jobs don’t come his 
way is because the major distrusts him. I 
hope his transfer to the flying corps goes 
through before the show starts in earnest. 


I never hear from you at all nowadays. 
Directly the letters arrived at the guns my 


heart used to start thumping; I was so sure 


that there would be one from you. Nothing 
like that happens now. I know at last for 
certain that I am nothing and you have 
forgotten me. And yet there was a time 
when—or do I deceive rmiyself? You could 
not help writing to me if you had ever 
cared. You are brerking the news to me 
slowly by your Silence. Perhaps that is the 
kinder way to do it. 
Love Only Once. 

Oh, my dear, if you knew what you mean 
to me in this small handful of days that are 
left. I know that love in one who is not 
loved, must always seem absurd. I know 
that I ought to smile and bow in a gallant 
sort of fashion, excusing myself for having 
been so mistaken as to have troubled you 
with my affections. 

But the men who used to love like that 
loved lightly; they had scorés of years be- 
fore them to seek their love elsewhere. I 
love you as a man loves only once, and I 
may have but a few hours. You do not know 
this, so why do I complain? Judgirg from 


anything that I have said or written to you, 


you must think me the merest trifler. To- 
gether in Paris we just verged on the mild- 
est flirtation; then we parted. Nothing of 
my doing or saying has indicated that there 
is any reason why you should take me 
more seriously. 

There is no reason. It was that you might 
believe that there was no reason that I have 
acted in the way I have. My resentment its 
not for you, but for myself, because, in the 
disguising of my real emotions, I have suc- 
ceeded too well. 

To the’ Front. 

I am writing this_by a guttering candle 
pressed into the wall of my dug-out. It’s 
nealy midnight. I can hear the click and 
pick of shovels as the sergeant major dis- 
tributes them among my men. In a few 
minutes he’ll be saluting in the doorway. 
“Working-party ready, sir. All present and 
correct.” Then I shall go out to-where the 
shadow-group are waiting for me and we 
shall start forward for the front-line. 


The first part of the way is between tiers 
of gun-pits, where 18-pounders spit fire 
every few seconds. Then we come to a field 
full of wire-entanglements, where we have 
to tread warily. At last we strike a road 
about three inches deep in mud. It is 
thronged by night with every kind of ve- 
hicle; by day it is dead as the Sahara 
desert. Down this we plod, splashed by pass- 
ing lorries, till we reach an ammunition 
dump and a small trench tramway. 

This tram-way we follow to where the 
Hun is shooting up his flares, then we 
sneak across the open, just behind the front- 
line, to the point which our road has reach- 
ed present. There we shall work like moles. 
Orders wild be passed along in whispers. 
The wounded will be carried back in silence, 
The path for the guns will be pushed into 
No Man’s Land. :

I’m coming. I’ve been a beast, my dear, in 
some of the things that I’ve written. Some 
day, when you're in love, you'll understand 
and pardon.

Because I've talked with you I feel happier; 
you are nearer to me now. We shall do good 
work tonight. 

The “Show” Starts. 

It is the last day; tomorrow the show 
commences. My men are all chosen. In the 
choosing of.them what trumps they proved 
themselves.

During the wearisome prepara- 
tions we were, but now that we're in for ‘it 
up to the neck we're wildly happy. 


The spirit of risk has got into my blood. 
I can think of you quietly, contentedly now 
—not selfishly, as I have been doing. How 
grateful I am that we met. What a jolly 
companion you were to me. I haven't lost 
you yet. If I conte through tomorrow safely, 
I've almost a mind to write you a real love 
Jetter. I can picture you reading 
it if I were to send it. 

Thosg straight brows of yours 
would draw together.

Franee. So many others have died that it 
would not seem fair-if I came back. This 
is the one chance I shall ever have of 
laying down my life for other people. I 
don't want to miss it. I have missed you 
and so many ‘things that I don’t want to 
miss that. The body hampers one; for my 
part I could easily do without it. 
off! 

I can hear my servant stirring. Ah, he’s 
just looked in*and was surprised to see me 
dressed! He's a good chap and has a real 
affection for me. He’s been—how-. shall I 
put it?—almost motherly to me. Very often, 
he said to me today, “I hope you'll come 
through it all right, sir. 1 couldn’t bring 
myself to look after another officer.” 

How many days is it since I last spdke to 
you? All that has happened in the interval 
seems a tremendous nightmare. I'm sitting 
in a smashed Hun gun-pit, seven miles 
away from where I was before the offensive 
started. We use this gun-pit as our ob- 
serving post. 

It's on a ridge and from here one can 
gaze for miles across a plain girdied with 
towns. Prom the chimneys in the towns 
plumes of.smoke are drifting, but in the 
plain, where thousands of men are in hid- 
ing, nething stirs. Every acre of it, as far 
as eye can reach, is enemy country. 

Far away balloons gaze down on us. Fali- 
ing. precipitously from the ridge into the 
plain is a slope which was once thickly 
wooded. The branches are stripped clean 
of leaves by shrapnel and the underbrush is 
putrescent With human bodies. Everything 
is dead. 

For myself I am a sight to mock at. My 
swaggerest tunic and breeches are swagger 
no longer. Por nearly a fortnight I've not 
had them off; they’re caked: with mud. I 
need shaving. My head is on fire with the 
eld wound and the bandages are dirty. To 
complete the portrait, I got a slight wound 
in my. shoulder which has stiffened. 

You wouldn't want to walk through Paris 
with me now. The men who are with me 
look still more disreputable’ They live in 
a dug-out which must always have been 
verminous, and it is 10 times worse now. 
The hot spring sunshine has started a 
plague of flies. Directly you set foot in a 
dug-out you can hear the buzzing of their 
wings as they rise up to settle on you. Here 
in the open it’s not quite so bad, but if one 
doesn’t eat quickly his food becomes “black 
with them. I sieep in the open, im the gun- 
pit beneath the battered gun and take my 
chances of shell-fire. I can’t stand the smell 
of decay which one gets underground. 

We have to be careful how we move 
about; the least sign of our presence brings

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down a barrage, and yet for all the rot- 
temness of our situation, we enjoy our- 
selves in a terrifie fashion. We've driven 
the. devils back seven miles, which is not 
so bad. . 

The show was glorious, I have never ex- 
perienced anything like: it. The last time I 
wrote to you was just before I went for- 
ward. Well, it was about 2:30 a. m., when 
we dropped into the trench in which we 
were to hide. It was bitterly cold. The men 
joked in whispers, keeping their spirits up, 
making bets with one other as to who 
would get wounded first. 

They didn’t have to wait very long to 
find out, for some battery commenced to 
fire prematures, which got us in the back. 
Toward 4 ocleck everything grew silent— 
literally silent as death. Ali night in thin 


flakes the snow had been falling. Even that 


stopped now. The whole world seemed to 
listen with bated breath. Slowly the dark- 
ness began to melt; the faint dawn crept 
throughout the florizon. It was a sign. 


The Attack. 

We consulted our watches, counting first 
the minutes, then the seconds. There was a 
gasp; we had reached zero hour. As if the 
heavens had fallen, hell broke loose with a 
crash. Behind us, like hounds in monstrous 
kennels, the guns commenced barking in 
a deafening chorus. .Where our shrapnel 
was bursting, snakes of fire darted across 
the Hun trenches. 


A little ahead of us, with a_ triumphant 
shouting, our infantry leapt up; we could 
see them, silhoutted against the pale back- 
ground of the sky, pouring over the top 
into No Man’s Land. The Hun took a good 
five minutes to reply, then down came his 
SR ee ae See ee ee 
was tormented. 


Our second wave of mafisintes rose up and 


disappeared into the smoke of the carnage... 


The air flapped in tatters. Our ears were 
deafened with explosions. On the other side 
of No Man’s Land flames spurted where 
our chaps were bombing the defences and 
dug-outs. One hdd to Keep himself from 
imagining. Of a sudden something even 
more terrific happened. The Hun started 
to send over- liquid fire. His shells burst 
about 30 feet above the ground and poured 
down flames as if from buckets. 

I waited for half an hour, then, leaving 
my men in charge of one officer, I took the 
other one with me, together with four N. 
C. O.’s and four runners. We carried Union 
Jacks on poles to mark the direction, and 
pegs, with tapes attached, to stake out the 
road afterwards. 

From now on I have no very clear recol- 
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lections,. only general ‘impressions. I re= 


-member the wild laughter of the chaps who 


accompanied me, and the curiouly .winged 
sense I had, as if I had already easf aside 
my body. For a moment we halted on the 
top of our trénches. 

No man’s Land boiled and bubbled like 
rocks over which a. tumultuous sea_was 
breaking. It was strewn with the dead and 
dying. There were men with broken spines 
and legs, clawing their way on hands and 
knees through the mud to get back to 
safety. Every 30 feet or so shells were de- 
tonating, throwing up a spray of death. 
How human reason could survive, was a 
marvel It seems unreal to me—a horror 
which I have read about. 


In every curtain of fire there is a rent, 
which can be found if you keep your head 
and look for it—a place where the fire of 
twe enemy.batteries has not joined up and 
has left a gap. I found one; in single file 
we commenced our advance. In old ‘shell- 
holes to right and left of us dead men were 
lying, men who had been caught by the 
liquid fire, and bad flung themselves into 
these pools to put the flames out. The pools 
were all cochineal in color as if with blood, 
but really with the explosives. 

Wounded chaps called to us to heip them 
or simply gazed at us desperately. We pass- 
ed them—we had no time to help—and came 


. to the Hun wire entanglements. Here we 
‘planted the first Union Jack, and told off 


an N. C. O. and a runner to tape the road 
back. 
Herrible Inhumanity. 

The Hun front line was a sizht which 
I shaji never forget. I suppose it must have 
been five feet broad and at least six in 
depth. It was a river of blood, choked to 
the brim with dead and dying Germans. 
They Jay there silent, waxen, with blue 
eyes wide but dulled. Many of them were 
pounded into pulp. They had all been alive 
that morning. 


I shall sicken you if I go on. No words 
can convey the picture. It was horribly in- 
humaa, pitiful and glorious. You won’t un- 
derstand the last adjective. No one could 
who had been there. It waS glorious be- 
cause it was so immense. 

Four times we planted our flags, and each 
time sent an N. C. O. with runners back. 
At the fartherest point we met the first 
batch of prisoners. They were so foul ‘that 
you could smell them at a hundred yards. 
There were about 50 of them. Their sole 
escort was 4 Tommy with a bloody bandage 
round his head and a rifle cocked, whom 
they carried shoulder high on a stretcher. 
Par away, through the haze of battle, we 
could. see our infartry still ad- 
vancing, following behind our 
bursting shells. 

Then we turned back to get 


impassioned I was, the more puz- 
zled you'd become. It would be all 
so sudden after my carefully 
proper letters — letters which, 
however proper, you have not an- 
swered. I'll drop you another line 
presently—a quite polite one, say- 
ing what a good time we're hav- 
ing and how all the mud has 
vanished; a letter like all the 
others I have sent, giving you the 
impression that war is fun. Ah, 
well, so it is—fun punctuated by 
long intervals of blood. 

Some time ago I mentioned 
that I'd been wounded in the 
head. I still wear my bandages, 
and am so vain that I wouldn't 
have you ste me for the world. 
The poison has broken out all 
over my body, and I look like a 
leper. 

Willing to Die 

Why was it that you couldn't 
care for me? Lately I’ve often 
asked that question. It’s so evi- 
dent that you do not care. Queer 


our men to work. I found them 
in the trenches where I had left 
them, and was about to lead them 
in through the barrage when our 
colonel came up. “You'd better 
wait,” he said.

fap | RACTICALLY every hand offers 
a3 Se) the average player a chance to 
ia = get a free lesson in better bridge 
——— if he happens-to be competing 
with better players. Merely observing what 
goes on is not enough. The reason. why may 


be more important, enabling the student to 


apply the principle to the next or later 
hands. 

Often the reason for a bid or play is 
not at all apparent, “put it generally can 
be brought out in the post mortem, for the 
better player is nearly. always flattered 
when his advice is asked. 

“That hand certainly illustrated the dif- 
ference between most no-trump~play and 
most suit play,” said one experienced 
bridger the other day. 

“In what way?” asked one of the others. 

“In the way I delayed play of my long 
suit,” he answered. “Generally in ‘ho trump 
hands, if you have a long suit which may 
be establishable, you want to lead it as 
soon as you can and keep on leading it 
until it is gone. Otherwise, if you play the 
high cards of your other suits first, you 
may block yourself and not have amy en- 
tries to get into the hand containing the 
remainder of the long suit aaier it-is estab- 
lished. 

“When playing at a trump make, the 
tactics are generally reversed. Then you 
usually want to play the long suit last of 
all, after dropping the adversaries’ trumps; 
or they may trump your otherwise perfectly 
good cards.” 

“But suppose you want to trump some 
tricks yourself; with the little trumps in 
dummy?” asked the eager learner. 

“Of course,” answered the veteran, “you 
must do that generally before running the 
trumps. If your own big trumps eat up the 
dummy’s little ones first you haven’t the 
little ones left to ruff any tricks with. In 
other words, as a rule in trump play you 
‘take your ruffs first, run. the trumps next 
and your long suit later, whereas in no 
trumps you usually operate on the lang suit 
first. There are exceptions, plenty of them, 
but with the ma jority ef hands those are 
features to consider of great importance.” 

“By golly!” exclaimed the young player. 
“I have learned mére than simply some- 
thing useful about playing hands. You have 
taught me how to learn from a post mor- 
tem, and I am going to make the most of 
it.” : 
He surely will learn more with his new 
attitude, much more than if he adopted the 
traditional ‘policy of trying,to defend every 
mistake he might make. -

The holder of A would consider making 
a business double, since it is plain that he 
and his informatory-doubling partner have 
most of the’ high cards. It would be risky, 
however, on a bid that low and might pre« 
sent the opponents with an otherwise im< 
possible game. There is not enough club 
length to bid three. In other words; North’s 
raise to two hearts accomplished its pure 
pose of shutting out a bid by East if the 
latter is conservative and passes. 

B would be about on the border line 
between a bid of two spades and a pass, 
After the double he would have bid the 
spades without the diamond ace if North 
had passed.

C is strong enough for a bid of- two 
spades—the suit which partner’s double 
probably prefers. Length is what he most 

esires, for his double guarantees enough 
high cards for the side if distribution ts 
favorable. 

The holder of D would consider a three 
diantond bid, but in most cases would decide 
to pass because, having no hearts himself, 
it is highly probable that his partner made 
a strategic double with some heart. strength 
and therefore has good defense to stop a@ 
heart game. A diamond bid, if overcalled by 
South, may mislead West into expecting 
some high card strength from partner and 
cause all sorts of trouble. Hence a pass is 
favored.

He had only been with us three days 
when an impressive policeman appeared 
at the front-door and pointed an accuse 
ing finger at me. “You have a dog.” 

I admitted we had, my heart sinking with 
the certainty that Tony—we-had christened 
him that the first day—had been sent for 
by his owners. I whistled for him, he came 
at once, sniffed suspiciously at the police- 


man, apparently satisfied at seeing him, 
pulled out a book, wrote something in 4K, 
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tore out a sheet of paper and handed it to 
me.

I paid the equivalent of $4 with great re- 
lief; and realized for the first time why so 
few Swiss peasants keep dogs. The police- 
man doffed his cap politely, pocketed the 
money and started toward the gate. At this 
moment Tony made a noiseless gesture, 
sprang after him, and, still without making 
a sound, bit a large piece out of the police- 
man’s trousers. This meant-a_ substantial 
tip being added to the tax and holding 
Tony while the policeman got safely away. 
Though I scolded Tony and tried to ex- 
plain to him that it was extremely bad 
policy to attack an officer of the law it 
was obvious that he was not impressed. Let 
a tax collecting policeman invade the prem- 
ises! Never! If I didn’t have sufficient 
pride to put a stop to such ignoble pro- 
cedure he had. And from that day on his 
troubles with the Swiss—or at least mine— 
began. 

He lost no time in letting us know his 
character and tastes. He at.once became 
president of the village club, and being a 
thoroughly good fellow—I’m sure he told 
racy stories—was most popular with his 
friends; this in spite of showing his likes 
and dislikes in a brutally frank way. He 
would net admit the existence of a little 
-wired-hair foxterrier that lived with the 
baker, in spite of the terrier’s adoration 
of him. His abject fear of a huge Alsatian 
was just as frank. When he was on the 
leash with me and passed the Alsatian he 
would invariably hur] insulting remarks at 
him; but. when he was alone and the Al- 
satian showed signs of getting even with 
him he would lie flat down in the road,‘ 
point his feet up in the air and cry 
piteously. 

His conflicting combination of outdoor 
and indoor tastes was disturbing. He liked 
the luxuries permitted the indoor dog and 
availed himself of them to the last degree, 
though showing all the time he was really 
an outdoor"aog, perhaps a hunting dog, un- 
doubtedly a racer. He could keep up with 
the car when TF was going 3Q miles an hour 
—at least for a mile or two; at the sound 
of a gun he tore out of the house and be- 
gan barking wildly; and, after a fortnight 
with us, he decided he would be the most 
watchful dog that ever watched.

He had a profound respect 
for a well-dressed person, often let them 
pet Tiim, and once or twice, when they 
were exceptionally well turned out, was seen 
to lick their hands; but let any one in 
grubby attire appear and he ghowed all 
his teeth in a hideous snarl. 

The country children anneyed him 
frightfully. At first they meant to be 
friendly with him, but when they: found he 
- would have nothing to do with them they 
began to jeer at him. In the end he took 
to attacking them as they were passing 
peacefully along the road. A peasant came

frail, and since having been bitten three

age done. I apologized humbly and told

it repaired at my expense. He said if I'd 
give him a couple of francs ‘he’d have his 
wife sew it up. 

When.spring came and the thaw set in 
he took to disappearing for hours at a time 
—sometimes whole days—and always re- 
turned from these jaunts in a disreputable 
state, soaking wet, muddy, exhausted. We 
could not imagine where he was spending 
all this time until the policeman, reappear- 
ed—this time with a fine of 20 francs. Tony 
had been seen hunting. 

“Hunting what?” 

“Deer on the mountains.” | 

I laughed at such an accusation, and paid 
the fine. It seemed the easiest way out of 
the difficulty. The policeman suggested, 
with a scowl at Tony, that I had better 
keep him tied up until the deer season was 
finished as the fine was doubled for each 
succeeding offense. | 

The idea of keeping Ton¥ tied up was too 
ridiculous to be considered.

However, we deter- 
mined to keep a strict watch on him and 
see that he made no more long excursions. 
All to no avail. The policeman appeared 
with a third fine—80-francs. Tony had been 
seen in a village five miles away—again 
chasing deer. This time I refused to pay the 
fine. I wrote to the president of the com- 
mune, contested the accusation and was 
summoned to appear—with Tony—at 8 


-o’clock of a certain Monday morning. 


The law suit, or trial, was conducted in 
a most formal way. The judge sat at a 
large desk with a telescope and binoculars 
befoge him; the commune gamekeeper sat

The judgé called the next~ witness, I 


started when I recognized the father of

In the end I paid the fine, made all sorts 

of apologies and was told when I was leav- 
ing that the next fine would be 160 francs, 
On the way home I talked it over with 
Tony. We had to arrive at some sort of an 
understanding. Already, including the tax, 
he had cost me 160 francs, and there was 


another 160 imminent. It was getting a bit 


thick. 

“You're really not my dog, anyway,” I ex- 
plained to him. “I only took you because 
you looked so forlorn and miserable. Just 
because you're not Swiss is no reason why 
you can insult these people in their own 
country. We've given you a comfortable 
home; you have excellent food; you ride in 
the car whenever you want to; you sleep on 
the Chinese rug whenever it pleases you 
to; you have a bath once a week; and I’m 
sure you have just as much affection as— 
if not more than—you’ve ever had. Now 
it’s up to you to show appreciation.” 

Under the influence of my serious words 
and frowning countenance all his haughty 
indifference crumbled. He put down his 
tail and ears and laid his head across my 
knees with most abject apologies; and re- 
mained that way until we reached home. 
I was so much touched and impressed that 
I felt sure he was determined to turn over 
a new leaf and give us no more trouble, 


.In fact, his humble attitude lasted a whole 


day. He remained in the house and kept 
coming up to wus all and thrusting his nose 
into our hands with unmistakatle gestures 
of regret and pleas for forgiveness. 

But all this was only too short in dura< 
tion. The following day Frau Rauflaub ap- 
peared at the front door with a dead hen 
which Tony had frightened to death in the 
act of laying an egg.

When medicine was 
at this low ebb, Dr. William H. Welch, 
known to doctors as “the dean of Amer- 
ican medicine,’ was graduated from the 


College of Physicifns and Surgeons at 


Columbia University. 

He was forced. to study abroad because 
an adequate ‘medical training) could . not 
be secured in the United States. But 
since then, largely through the influence 


of the Johns Hopkins Medical School, | 


with Dr. Welch, as dean, and' the power of 
innumerable feundations on which Dr, 
Welch has served, American education has 
risen to equality with that ofall other

countries excépt, perhaps, Germany, And 
so American doctors were enabled to play: 
their part in the international battle with 
germs that was soo to come, . 

And now, when Dr. Welch is celebrat- 
ing his eightieth birthday, with the Presi- 
dent of the United States heading the 
committee to do him honor, the war on 
germs has been so completely won that the 
young minds. of American medicine are 
turning to other battlefields where the 
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armies of man Still flee before unfathom- 
diseases that appear like specters out-of 
the night of man’s ignorance and against 
whom there is no appeal. Aiming no longer 
_to destroy exterior plagues, the medical gen<« 
“erals of today‘ are mobilizing against ills 
caused by the treachery of the body itself. 
His birthday, a week from this Tuesday, 
will be the oc€asion of an international 
celebration. Most of America’s distinguished 
scientists will go to Washington, where the 
main celebration will be held, with Presi< 
dent Hoover delivering the principal addess, 
Many important university centers in the 
United States and abroad will hold simul- 


.taneous ceremonies, and it is hoped that 


all will be tied together by an international 
radio’ hook-up. 

Dr. ‘Welch does not feel that the span 
of three -score years and ten a man may 
expect through Biblical precept has been 
increased by the remarkable advances of 
science. The length of a man’s life, he ‘be- 
lieves, is regulated by heredity. But in the 
past few men have lived enough to let old 
age kill them—now many do, This is the 
triumph of modern medicine. ~ 

Laughing at prohibitionists who claim 
they have aided doctors in lengthening 
men’s actual lives, Dr. Welch says that 
during his years of research he has found 
no evidence that moderate drinking short- 
en life. 

‘The 55 years during which-Dr. Welch has 
been shaping medical destiny cover ~~ 
tically the whole bacteriological era. 
was graduated from medical school a aie 
time before medicine’ was transformed by 
the scientific demonstration of the germ 
origin of disease. Although Pasteur had 
been working for a quarter of a century, he 
had not, in 1872, attacked the problem of 
humah infectious diseases. Koch was ‘still 
unknown. 

But all the way down the long stretch 
of history philosophers had sat back and 
observed epidemics theoretically, without 
the advantage of microscope or scientific 
method. Wondering why plagues which 
started witha few concentrated cases 
should widen their malignant influence un- 
til whole cities were stricken, they estab- 
lished the. doctrine of “living contagion,” 
which corresponds roughly with the theory 
of scientific bacteriology. 
~ But, as. ‘always, the doctors scorned 
philosophical medicine. They believed that 
diseases were caused by filth or by such 
contamination of the air as produces bad 
smells. In those days public health and the 
flighting of epidemics were thought of in 
terms of street cleaning and sewage, which 


goes to prove that although theories are 


bad, their applications may be better. 


Dr. Welch had already been out of medi< , 


cal school for one whole year when Robert 
Koch, an obscure German scientist, isolated 
the bacillus which causes anthrax, & malady 


of eattle. The germ origin of contagious 


ciseases had been scientifically éstablished! 

But American doctors went on playing 
with bad smells as if nothing had happened, 
Dr. Welch traveled and studied all through 
Germany and Austria, went back to New 
York, accepted and rejected academic posi- 


‘ tions, built a laboratory or so and, finally, 


went to Johns Hopkins in Baltimore. But 
even then, hine years after Koch's dis- 
covery, the germ theory was not universally 
believed. 

“Koch’s experiment was received with @ 
great deal of skepticism in the United 
States,” Dr. Welch explained. “When I left 
New York I doubt if any doctors except 
Austin Flint, who was regarded as an old 
fogey, accepted it. Then came discovery 
after discovery based on it, but American 
doctors were not willing to see the truth for 
a long time. Germany and France both ac- 
cepted it rapidly, but England was as slow 
as we.” 

The inability of even the leading Amer-~ 
ican doctors to recognize verity when they 
saw it, was one of many indications that, 
when Dr. Welch went to Johns Hopkins, the 
American medical world needed education 
above everything. The stage had to be set 
before there could be productive research. 

Dr. Welch, although he has @one wal- 
uable experimental work, stands out in the 
Santtneak GF enathiadc hates en 2s 
cator, He has been the teacher and inspira- 
fion of our great investigators. Who knows

in the background of how many great dis- 
coveries looms the portly figure of the 
“dean of American medicine’? 

Dr. Welch is rotund. He possesses the 
amiability for which portly men are famous, 
but none of the softness; though immens¢ 
in body and mind, he is flabby in neither> 
Well read on all subjects and liking /to 
talk with authority, he knows where his 
knowledge ends. But what has endeared 
him to generations of doctors is the warm 
personal interest and the child-like joy he 
takes in all the world offers. The passing 
of 80 years has made him walk a little 
Slower, but even now he thrills to every- 
thing that is new. 

There is hardly an honor which the 
American world has to offer that it has 
not laid at Dr. Welch's feet. He has been 
president of the Congress of American 
Physicians and Surgeons, the Association of 
American Physicians, the American ASsso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, the 
American Medical Association, the National 
Academy of Sciences, the American Social 
Hygiene Association. 

He is a fellow of the American Acad- 
emy of Arts and Sciences, the College of 
Physicians and of three English associations 
—the Royal Society of Medicine, the Royal 
Sanitary Institute in London and the Royal 
College of Physicians in Edinburgh. In ad- 
dition he belongs to honorary societies in 
Germany, France, Belgium and- Italy. 

Describing the American medical schools 
of his youth, Dr. Welch said: “Everything 
was lectures and nothing was taught prac- 
tically except anatomy. Although we had 
some examples of men with great native 
ability who, despite the bad American 
training, succeeded, the ‘majority who be- 
came leaders studied abroad. 

“This was becauSe American schools were 
attuned to the pioneer condition of the 
country. With the rapid growth of popula- 
tion and communities, due to immigration 
and the pressing of civilization westward, 
there came a great need for doctors, and 
more doctors, which had to be supplied 
ouickly, Independent medical schools grew 
up in profusion, unconnected with universi-. 
ties and for the mest part giving miserabie 
instruction. | 

“The remedy consisted in forcing doctors 
te have practicing licenses. In my day any- 


body who received a so-called medical de- — 


gree from any school, reputable or other- 
wise, could attempt to cure the sick. But 
when prospective doctors faced the necessity 
of passing examinations for a practicing 
license, they had to study in a school with 
standards high enough to get them by. As a 
result, the total number of medical schools 
has been cut in two during a period when 
the law schools doubled.” i 

But the legal necessity for good medi- 
cal schools did not create them. It was the 
privilege of Johns Hopkins, under the lead- 
ership of Dr. Welch, to show the way. 

When in 1878, Dr. Welch returned from 
his two years’ study abroad he was offered 
a position at the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, then probably the leading medi- 
cal school and therefore a great opportunity 
for so young a man. But he refused in or- 
der to go to the Bellevue Hospital Medical 
School which, although a more obscure in- 
stitution, allowed him freedom to set up a 
pathological laboratory, the first of its kind 
connected with an American school. His 
method of letting the student find out for 
himself by experiment- was so immediately 
successful that very soon the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons capitulated and 
set up a laboratory too. : 

Six years later Dr. Welch was called to 
Baltimore. The Johns Hopkins Hospital was 
approaching completion and the thoughts 
of President Gilman and the trustees of the 


university were turning toward the estab- _ 


lishment of the medical school provided-for 
in Mr. Hopkins’ original gift. Seeking a 
leader to guide the new enterprise they in- 
vited Dr. Welch to become professer of 
pathology in the university and pathologist 
to the hospital. Having studied for another 
year in Germany Dr. Welch arrived at 
Johns Hopkins in 1885. As soon as the new 
medical school was established he became 
dean. 

“The state ef medical education when 
the Johns Hopkins Medical School was 
started,” Dr. Welch modestly explained, 
“was most favorable to the development of 
such a school as we had in mind. As early 
as 1880 there had been efforts to improve 
the medical schools of this country. By then 
the Harvard Medical School, the school at 
Ann-Arbor and a few other medical schools 
had already taken steps te improve the 
standard. There was consequgently an 
eagerness on the part of the medical pro- 
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fession te see the establishment of a school 
of a higher order than any which existed at 
that time. We felt that to add one more 
similar médical school to the list.of those 
already existing would be of little service 
to the community or to the country or to 
the cause of medicine.” 

When Dr. Welch went to Johns Hopkins, 
pathology, the study of the diseased condi- 
tions of the body in all their aspects, was 
not being taught as a unified science. 
Every university had one department of 
bacteriology, the study of germs; 
of histology, the study of tissues or “micro- 
scopic anatomy,” and a third of pathological 
anatomy, but the professors did not cor- 
relate their teachings or in many cases 
even agree. 


Under Dr. Welch’s leadership the study. 


of all diseased\ conditions began to develop 
systematically, utilizing for its advance- 
ment the materials and methods ngt of one 
branch of science merely, but of all 
branches, main and collateral. On this 
foundation the great American structure 
of experimental pathology was reared. 

In explaining the next step, Dr. Welch 
said, “American colleges had been developed 
to train - men for few professions except the 
clergy, so the adjustment of medicine to 
the college was a very serious problem. We 
threw back into the colleges two years of 
training that were in Germany part of the 
regular medical coursé. We had to do this 
because students here enter medical school 
two years later than they do there.” 

Thus the Johns Hopkins Medical School, 
with Dr.. Welch as dean, was responsible 
for the “pre-medical courses’ which make 
the college lives of future doctors not all 
one football game. The other medical 
schools soon followed the lead of Johns 
Hopkins. 

Other innovations made by the Johns 
Hopkins Medical School under Dr. Welch's 


leadership include putting such _ faculties. 


ef clinical medicine as anatomy and 
physiology on the full-time basis. It was 
felt that professors who carried-.on flourish- 
ing practicés simultaneously witt? . their 
teaching could not give enough of their 
time and energy to their academic duties. 
Few other medical schoals have accepted 
this point of view. 

But Johns Hopkins made a still greater 
innovation, “Our fundamental idea,” Dr. 


another’ 


Welch explained, “was: that research and 
instruction should go hand in hand: that 
the best teachers are interested in ‘the 
scientific advancement of their subject. We 
believed that productive research was more 
important than undergraduate training.” 

We can only understand the vast sig- 
nificance of this attitude if we realize that 
medicine as a profession is not necessarily 
the same as medicine as.a science. The 
average practitioner is no more a scientist 
than the average lawyer is.a creative jurist. 
Both take laws, be they civil or medical, 
and apply them to definite cases, but they 
do not create.

GREAT many people~ stH!l seem 

to think that flying is a job only 

for experts—that flying requires a 

great deal of technical knowledge 
and actual experience. (I refer, of course, 
to flying as practiced with the aid of some 
contrivance-such as an airplane or-dirigible 
balloon, because flying without any such 
mechanical help is still just about as dif- 
ficult as it always was and is not recom- 
mended for thé tyro, even on very windy 
days.) 


I-can remember when the same feeling. 


was held by the majority of people about 
the newly-invented “horseless carriage,” or 
“automobile,” as it has now come to be 
known. I can remember when a man who 
knew anything about automobiles was re- 
garded pretty much as we now regard any- 
one who understand the Einstein theory. 
Why, IL can even remember when my 
grantimother had erysipelas, but, as that 
has nothing to do with this article, I shall 
say nothing .more about it, except to 
apologize for-ever having mentioned—it. I 
don’t think that I would have mentioned 
it, as a matter of fact, except that I seem 
to be getting older, and things like that 
keep popping into my articles, and I just 
want to let you know that I know that my 
grandmother's erysipelas has nothing at all 
to-do with automobiles. But to return to 
flying— 

Flying is not at all the complicated thing 
it seems. Anybody can be a flier—provided, 
of course, he has a grasp of the funda- 
mental principles of aviation and a good 
warm leather suit. Fliers are divided into 
fa) pilots, and (b) passengers, and I shall 
take up the latter class first, in order that 
those who do not wish to learn to be pilots 
can finish this article as quickly as pos- 
sible and gét back to their lighter reading. 
Technica essays like these are, I realize, 
apt to be a bit dull for the layman, and 
so I shall endeavor to make this as inter- 
esting as possible by inserting various little 
anecdotes to illustrate my points, such as, 
for example, the story about the passenger 
who fell out of a plane when it was 10,000 
feet above Jersey City. I forget at the mo- 
ment just what point that illustrates, but 
it shows that dry, technical details can 
sometimes be enlivened, and that, after all, 
is what counts. So much for class “b.” 

In class “a,” on the contrary, come the 
men (or women, because nowadays there 
are almost as many women interested in 
aviation as there are men and, although I 
do not wish to seem to be old-fashioned, it 
does strike me at times that there might 
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be better things for women to do than fly- 
Ing around in one of those ridiculous-look-~ 


' ing suits, and certainly a girl does not look © 


her best with a parachute strapped on her 
back or even, for that matter, when the 
parachute is open, and there is never any 
way of telling just where a parachute uw 
going to light and, if I were a husband, I 
should cerfainly resent being called up at 
any hour of the day or night and requested 
to climb te the top of some roof or tall tree 
just because “she” was there) whose duty it 


is to pilot the planes and here, as I have - 


suggested, it is necessary to have, first of 
all, a good idea of certain fundamental 
principles in aviation. For example, a good 
pilot ought to know what it is that makes 
his plane leave the ground and he ought 
to know furthermore, why it is that his 
plane stays in the air, because these are 
questions which he is apt to be asked by 
nervous passengers at. almost any minute 
and, if he does not know the answer, it is 
liable to have a serious effect upon the 
passenger’s morale and, as every good pilot 
knows, the lowering of the passengers 
morale can have a very distressing effect 
upon the other passengers and even upon 
the furniture of the plane itself. I remem- 
ber—but perhaps some other time would be 
better. 

At any rate, let us take up the question: 
“Why does a plane leave the ground?” To 
explain this, let us imagine that we have 
a plane “N” that wants to leave the ground 
“M” at point “P,” or, as it is called, the 
old “NMP” problem. Now it will be neces- 


sary to ascertain first (a) the speed of the ~ 


wind “FP” and (e) the nature of the soil “K..” 

Multiplying these together and dividing 
by your original quotient, you get the 
variable norm “K-prime,” to which you must 
add 10 per cent. for handling and a dash 
of bitters. That gives you your approximate 
speed, and to get your “real” speed you 
must write to the department at Wash- 
ington that handles these inquiries and tell 
them that you are a friend of Congressman 
Simmons,. taking care to enclose a self- 
addressed envelop. _ 

Once you have left the ground, however, 
your problem becomes somewhat more com- 
plicated. There is, first of all, the question 
of keeping the plane on an even keel (which 
is called “bundling,” after Lieutenant 
Bundle, who didn’t) and (f) getting back 
to the ground again as near as possible to 
the state or country from which you “took 
off.” The first of these problems resolves 
itself into the simple question of adjusting 
the various levers, etc., which you will find

only that, but they are so. unbecoming that it is almost impossible to find 
anything that really goes with them .. . 


in the cockpit of any of the more modern 
planes, and-to do this correctly it is neces- 
sary to have a brief idea as to the names 
and functions of the levers, etc., with which 
your plane is equipped. First of all, you 
must find something which aviators call the 
“stick,” because it is by means of the “stick” 
that the plane is kept on an even keel, and 
to keep the plane on an even keel it is a 
fundamental precept in aviation that you 
know where the “stick” is. I shall, there- 
fore, not bother-to describe a “stick.” 


Next in importance comes the question of 
raising or lowering the plane or, as it is 
called by experienced aviators, “flying high- 
er or lower.” It is important that every 
beginner should know how to do not only 
one but both of these manoeuvers, and 
many serious accidents have resulted just 
because a pilot knew how to fly high#, 
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but had not yet learned the converse evolu- 
tion. In fact, I-know of no more annoying 
situation to the occupant of a plane than toe 
have the pilot turn to him at 15 or 
thousand feet and confess that he doesn’t 
know how to get the darned thing to stop 
going up. For this reason, incidentally, &% 
is usually wise for passengers to fill their 
pockets with sandwiches and bits of choco- 
late or dried beef before taking a flight 
with an inexperienced pilot, because it may 
be several days before they get down ‘again, 


‘and hunger is one of the most fundamental 


of human emotions. I speak of this particu- 
larly because of the unfortunate experience 
of a friend of mine named Mrs. X “that 
wasn’t, of course, her real.name) who went 
through the harrowing experience of almost 
being eaten alive by several hungry -pas- 
sengers on just such an occasion and was 
saved only when the plane ran out of gase- 
line and fell 28,000 feet—a narrow escape, 


This brings me to tha subject of para- 
chutes, a recent invention which has done 
much to ‘destroy the thrill of aviation. I 
suppose that parachutes had to come, but 
I shall never cease to regret the good old 
days when the failure of one’s motor at 
50,000 feet meant an unforgettable thrill. 
Parachutes are, after all, a rather coward- 
ly way of avoiding certain responsibilities. 
Not only that, but they are so unbecoming 
that it is almost impossible to find any- 
thing that really goes with them—a fact 
which will probably limit their usage to 
aviation for some years to come. Purther- 
more, it is extremely difficult-to dispose of 
wornout parachutes, because, if one gives 
one’s last year’s parachute to one's maid or 
butler, the next thing he or she will want 
will be a plane in which to wear it, and so 
the vicious circle starts all over again. I, 
for one,-curse the day that the things were 
invented. | 

Finally, let us take up landing: The best 
sort of landings are those in which. the 
plane, the pilot, and the passengers all 
land at the same time and in the same spot, 
although very good “claSs B” landings have 
been made in which the plane and occu- 
pants were scattered at regular distances 


-- within an area of three square miles. It ‘is’ 


usual, in making good landings, to_ pick 
out some level piece of ground, such as. a 
golf course, and circle slowly around it sev- 
eral times. Then, shutting off your motor,

NDER the het beaming sun ge 

: ® Africa, while-the bugles of a vic- 

ers torious hollows, death stood upon 
=awuoe two tiny feet by the side of this 
man—and paused. 

It was not along pause. Enough for life to 
intervene, however. 

Captain J, Milton State, the Canadian ad- 
venturer and lecturer, was the man who thus 
escaped destruction. He was saved by the wit 
and faithfulness of a black native, a Hotten- 
tot servant, named Pete, who risked his own 
life to save the officer. 

Captain State tells the dramatic story with 
a grateful gesture towards the memory of 
black Pete because since then life for the 
captain has been full of marvelous exper- 
iences, long explorations into Canadian 
wildernesses where few white men have been, 
and hunting.and fishing trips into the sports- 
men’s paradise of New Brunswick and the 
other provinces. 


Up to that dramatic moment, when soldier- 
ing almost ended forever. Captain State, then 
a lieutenant, had served with the Royal 
Canadian Dragoons in the: famous advance 
upon Bloemfontein, the capture of Johannes- 
burg, and, at last, at the surrender of the 
Boers at Pretoria. 

Facing Terrible Death. 

In was in Northern Rhodesia. War had 
ended and the gallant Boers, whose brilliant 
campaigns had won the applause of the 
world, had returned to their charred home- 
steads to rebuild what had perished for 
liberty sake. 

Captain State was in that country with a 
company of troops that was in charge of pay- 
ing war gratuities to various volunteer troop- 
ers and other ranks who had served on the 
British side. These men were given sums 
ranging from five pounds for privates to 17 
pounds for sergeant-majors. 

“Pete was my servant,” said Captain State 
during his lecture recently at the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce as the guest of the 
Boston Credit Men's Association, “and he had 
gone that morning to get wood for the cook- 
ing fires at noon. 

“I was sitting under a marquee tent. From 
the valley I could hear the bugles of the 
‘troopers blowing. It was 4 very beautiful, hot 
day. Not a very good day to die—believe me. 

“I was not in uniform. I wore only a shirt, 
a cork helmet, a pair of khakf slacks~ 
‘shorts’ I think you call them—and a pair of 
slippers. 

“In the next three seconds I came close to 
a terrible death. ' 

- “There is this about Africa~a strange, 
mystical, almost magic thing: that one seems 
to feel impending disaster before any tangible 
sign is given. This faculty is especially strong 
among the natives: They can feel, in this 
strange way, what is going on far e~vay. It 
is astonishing. :

“And then he determined what his Action 
should be. He €ig it beautifully. And then 
risked his own life to save mine. That lizard, 
ordinarily, was much quicker than Pete. As 
quick as lightning, but Pete’s devotion made 
his hand quicker than it ever had been be- 
fore. And he saved me.” 

Since that time Captain State has shaken 
the dust of many countries from his boots, 
but the most beautiful experience that he re- 
calls is a glamorous-moonilght scene that he 
came upon several seasons ago in Alberta, 
where, as an official of the Canadian gov- 
ernment, he often gees on trips of exploration. 

As might be expected of a man who has 
passed through ventures that were wild and 
dangerous, this episode that he likes to tell of 
has to do with the lovely lakes and moun- 
tains of his Canadian wilderness. : 

For many years tales had been told by the 
Indians of a range of mountains of extraordi- 
nary formation in Alberta. Captain State and 
several other men, with 25 pack ponies, left 
the village of Jasper in the Province of Al- 
berta. Their plan was to penetrate the wilder- 
ness and to photograph this range of moun- 
tains. This was before the lines of the Cana- 
dian National Railways could bring hunters 
and explorers near to the trails as they do 
now. In fact, there was not a good trail in 
all that vast forest known as Jasper National 
Park, a game refuge of 5,300 square miles. 

Into No Man’s Land. 

They followed the romantic Athabasca river, 
where the altitude is about 3,000 feet above 
sea level. The first part of their journey lay 
through a land teeming with game, interlaced 
with rivers and beautiful, quiet lakes, broken 
only when the trout broke water to gulp at 
flies. 

Captain State rode through the densest 
foliage that he had ever seen. The trail was 
just wide enough for one horse and rider. 

Their route lay over the.Whistlers Moun- 
tain, a vast block of stone. Its odd name 
came from the presence there of a numerous 
colony of marmots, that small squirrel-like 
animal, that lives only to whistle. Captain 
State says they hardly take time to eat. Al- 
ways on the lookout, they are, to find some- 
thing to whistle at. 

So they passed onward to Marmot Pass, 
and came-under the cold shadow of Indian 
Ridge. Here there was a tiny path. All this 
time the travellers were having a difficult 
time with their horses. The mounts were con- 
tinually falling and losing their burdens. » 

At this time they came upon vast herds of 
caribou, slowly progressing through the ver- 
dant valleys, now and then stopping to stare 


.at the white-faced invaders, 


Mountain sheep bounced along the distant 
hilltops, and they came upon traces of moun- 
tain goats. Every now and then, Captain 
State saw in a clearing or in a place where 
the trees and grass were crushed, the bloody

beast. P

White men had never beén there before. If 
they had fought their way into that green 
land and had successfully braved the war-like 
Indians, they had not returned to make a 


“record of it. 


“We came then to the Maccarib Mountain,” 
said Captain State, “and found the portal to 
the other valley. There was a portal creek 
running from a glacier on Maccarib and we 
camped there for five days. It was so beauti- 
ful that we dia not like to leave. 

“A guide came to me and said there were 
fish in the portal creek, We caught 57 trout 
that afterneon, littlo fellows they were, and 
-telicious. 

“Something bappened then tnat teaches the 
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natural, folks look mighty peculiar” He 
faced the typewriter again.

In fact, unless Mr, 
m Hermann does us wrong, it looks as 


these plants may be planted out of doors. * 


ow with very little, if any, danger of their 

ing injured by frost. We have seen some 

f the more courageous souls planting these 

nder annuals more than two. weeks ago. 

There are some of us who have to live 

1 apartments and these people must be 

atisfied with a few window boxes and 
erneries filled with some of these gorgeous 

¢etunias. These may be planted along with 
ome of the other box plants such as ferns 
or ycoleus. The “Coleus add a bit of color 
to Ahe fernery or window box that cannot 
supplied by any other plant, but some- 
how or other, there is not a plant that can 
adid the continuous beauty that some of the 
tunias can. There is a feeling of happi- 
nN¢@ss that always comes when seeing a mass 
‘the delicate pink rosy morn petunias 
With their beautiful delicate rose-colored 
throats fading .to white at the base. These 
dwarf plants love the sun and-will bloom 
continuously throughout the summer with 
n® more than ordinary attenjion. 

Petunias are heavy feeders and it is al- 

lost impossible to feed them too. much. 

r several seasons our rosy morn petunias 
were not as beautiful, their -colors not as 
distinct, nor was the foliage as luxuriant 
& igreen as should have been the «ase, un- 
til. we found that they were .undernourish- 

I guess they were just before having a 
g case of rickets. We started feeding 
them once a week with a small application 
of good commercial fertilizer of a 12-4-4 
ahalysis| and soon found that this had been 
our whole trouble. The coloring . deepened 
apparently; the foliage had a more healthy 
gFeen look; and the bugs seemed to van- 
ish. From that time on, our petunias were 
Much more “beautiful. We pass our ex- 
Perience along for what it is worth—per- 
haps you have long ago learned that lesson. 

In the case of all of the window-box or 
férnery plants, it is well to prepare the soil 
thoroughly before the plants are placed in 
the box, for best results. The’ usual mix- 
ture used for. best results, is ohe part of 
sheep manure and three parts of thorough- 
ly, sifted top soil. It is also a good plan 
to add a little peat moss and a little com- 
mercial . fertilizer. After the plants are 
Placed in the box, be sure to fertilize them 
Often for the very best growth. Watering 
is always important and a great deal of 
judgment is necessary to keep «the soil in 
the proper condition. Por beautiful flowers 
On the plants at all times, the soil should 
Never be allowed to become completely dried 
Out. On the other hand, the soil should not 
Stay soaking wet, as there is always dan- 
ger of the soil becoming sour. 

In planting petunias in flower beds, or 
im the flower border, a different set of 
conditions is prevalent and a little different 
care and planting is necessary. The petunia 
likes a warm location, all the sun there is, 
@nd an abundant supply of moisture, but 
Well drainéd soil. Waterlogging is not to its 
liking. Plant petunias 18 inches apart to 
s¢cure maximum development. The reward 
Will be well worth the misgivings when first 
8¢¢ out at this distance apart. When it takes 
Nold the petunia is a rapid grower and it 


Won’t be long before the plants meet. This 


@bplies particularly to the bedding sorts, 
Sch as rosy morn. The double and fringed 
S@ris are not capable of such rampant 
Stowth, and should ‘be planted not more 
than 10 or 12 inches apart. 

‘One of the greatest troubles that we have 
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Petunias for the Window Box 


found in porch boxes and ferneéries is the 
proper selection of plants for these boxes. 
We mean by that, the selection of flowers 
that will grow vigorously in the particular 
location. 

FLOWERS FOR. SHADY BOXES, | 


The first and most satisfactory plant for 
the shady location is the fern. All of the 
ferns like a shady, damp location: For a 
vine to trail over the edge of this box, in 
a shady location, we use wandering Jew 
and it is most satisfactory. There are few 
plants that have the stateliness of the 
beautiful, well-kept fern. The common Bos- 
ton fern is one of the satisfactory varieties 
here. The begonias also thrive well in hoxes 
and they may be well used in connection 
with the ferns. For a lacy effect the as- 
paragus plumosus fern may be used and 
it will grow just as satisfactorily as the 
beautiful Boston variety. 

The crotons are fine foliage plants, 

FOR SUNNY SITUATIONS. 

In the very hot, never shady, always 
sunny locations, the lantana will grow to 
perfection. For: some reason they delight 
in the sun and will flower most profusely 
all through the summer. This past summer 
we watched them bloom until killing frosts 
came. Another beauty that has a habit of 
growth most similar to this plant, is the 
verbena. For the past three or four years 
everyone has been planting the new beauty 
of Oxford verbena and it is indeed a beauty, 
The beautiful rosy. pink flowers appear in 
early spring and continue there until frost 
makes its appearance. But it is hard to 
beat our old friend the. petunia after all. 

The color of the. rosy morn is liked by 
almost every flower lover and it will flower 
almost continuously throughout the sum- 
mer. The masses of pink: beauty are most 
striking when used in the sunny box. The 
dwarf varieties of phlox are fine-in these 
boxes too. The coleus, in spite of the fact 
that. it is a foliage plant, will really grow 
to best advantage when used in a sunny 
box. 


By the way! One of the, objections to the 
coleus has been removed recently: Science 
has triumphed over our old friends, the 
aphis! We can now speak of them as 
friends, since we are able to kill them so 
easily. There wag a time that we referred 
to them only as enemies, when we had so 
much trouble getting rid of them. There 
are a number of new sprays that are built 
on a pyrethrum base, and theSe sprays are 
most effective. when used to combat these 
aphides. It is very simple to spray them 
with these sprays, as it is only necessary 
to add a bit of the spray to” some soapy 
water and thoroughly spray the plants with 
this mixture. The old remedies used were 
poisonous, but these pyrethrum sprays are 
absolutely harmless. 

There is no danger of the baby or the dog, 
cat, or what have you in your home, in- 
juring themselves by mistaking this liquid 
for fine food. Too, these sprays are equally 
effective when used to combat the chew- 
ing insects. As a matter of fact, now that 
we have this spray, we often wonder just 
what was used before the discovery of the 


- use of pyrethrum as a spray for insects 


of various kinds. 

The fernery that is kept within the house 
has a problem all its own. There are plants 
that seem to be suited for the strange con- 
ditions that exist there. The most popular 
and -easiest grown ef these plants is the 


Boston fern. It thrives under these condi- 


tions and with the aid~of a little feeding 
from time to time in the shape of somé 
good fertilizer, will grow as well in the 
house as in its usual home. It is important 
that the fernery be kept moist at all times, 
but it is best for the soil never to become 
soppy wet. — 

For the protection of your home and for 
the good of the plants themselves, it is best 
to equip these ferneries with self-watering 
boxes. These may be secured at practically 


the same cost as the wooden boxes and Will 

give the home perfect protection from the 

water and the plants will grow fine. 
Another favorite in the fernery is dracena.

WHAT TO PLANT IN APRIL 


BULBS—ROOTS: Gladiolus, dahlias, cannas, tuberoses, elephant ears, fancy leaved 
caladiums and German irises, may all be planted this month. 

FLOWER SEEDS: All of the annual flower seeds, such as ageratum, sweet alyssum, 
snapdragon, aster, nasturtium, candytuft, cosmos, forget-me-not, gaillardia, baby’s 
breath, larkspur, portulacca, sunflower and a dozen others may be planted this 


FLOWER PLANTS: After the tenth of the month, depending on the weather, ail 
kinds of bedding plants may be planted. : 

GRASSES: Grass mixtures as well as Kentucky blue grass may be planted now, 

SHRUBS—ROSES: Shrubs and roses are growing now and will appreciate a good 


VEGETABLE SEEDS: All of the vegetable seeds may. be planted during this month. 
VEGETABLE PLANTS: Plant tomate, pepper, eggplant, cauliflower, celery, sweet 
potato, cabbage and onion plants may be put in now.

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PETUNIAS FOR WINDOW BOXES AND BEDS 


This plant has long, slender leaves, the 
center ones standing almost erect and the 
lower outside leaves droop gracefully. The 


‘ Jeaves are of several shades of green, the 


coloring being in the direction of the leaf, 
Most effective when used as a center piece 
for the fernery. Sometimes these plants 
have yellow and red centers, but this is not . 
the usual case. The begonias will grow to 
advantage in a fernery used in the house 
and they are particularly effective used 
along wth ferns. ; 
In the bed that is filled with these af- - 
nuals that is placed in the regular flower 
garden, there is one point that is well to 
bear in mind. This important point has to . 
do with the supply of water.. All of the . 
flowers that we have mentioned are big 
water drinkers, at the same time they pre- 
fer a well-drained location. For this reason 


‘we would like to state that our experience 


has been that the addition of peat moss will 
tend to correct this tendency of the ground 
to dry out during the middle of the sum- 
mer, nee : 

The method that is generally followed in 
the case of the average flower bed, is to 
cover the bed with this peat moss to a 
depth of about one-fourth of an-.inch. At 
times this is increased to a depth of one- 
half an inch, This peat moss is thoroughly 
worked into the soil with the use of a spad- 
ing fork. This addition of peat moss to the 
soil makes the soil more friable and every- 
one is surprised with the improvement in 
the flowers when this is added to the soil 
It helps to hold the proper amount of 
moisture and at the same time does not iet 
the soil sour, 

While we are enjoying these flowers, in 
our minds, and planning their use, let's 
carefully consider the types that are best 
suited to places in which they will be used. 
Very often a great mass of one sort of. 
flowers will be much more effective than 
the use of a number of different sorts. In 
other words, a bed of these gorgeous dwarf 
rosy morn petunias will make a wonderful 
effect that is most striking. Also a bed of” 
these new beauty of Oxford verbenas will 
make such a show that they will be the 
talk of every casual eye. At the same time 
two beds that are mixed between these two 
flowers will not make the show that the 
separate beds are capable of making. 

If your decision is to plant these flowers 
right away,-be sure to start right. It will 
save much trouble later on this Summer. 
Have the soil in good shape. If it is pos- 
sible, use some fresh woods earth with 
which there has been added a generous 
measure of sheep manure and bone meal. 
At the time that the plants are placed in 
the box or bed, add a good feeding of com- 
mercial fertilizer. This feeding should be 
repeated about once a week for the very 
best results. 

Not long ago we learned a lesson from - 
an old plant grower about geraniums. He 
said that if they are left in the pots in 
which they have been started in the green- . 
house, usually a three or four inch pot, they 


will bloom better. This pot may be sunk. 


into the flower bed or window box. His 
theory was that if the roots had.too much 


“space, all of the growth would go into roots 


rather than into blooms. After all,we are 
not interested in big roots, but in beautiful 
blossoms. | 


Rockefeller Foundation, he founded the 
John Hopkins Schvdol of Hygiene and Public 
Health, conceiving it so broadly that it has 
“been copied all over the world. When, a 
few years later, the British government re- 
built its school of hygiene in London, they 
modeled it on Dr. Welch’s creation. 

In many countries the most brilliant stu- 
dents of public health were selected and 
Sent to study under Dr. Welch, the neces- 
sary funds being supplied by the Rockefeller 
Foundation. Thus, in every corner of the 
world, questions of life or death, involving 
millions of people, white, black or yellow, 
are determined by the “dean of American 
medicine” through his pupils. 

Having fashioned the groundwork for 
medicine in the United States, Dr. Welth 
turned to world problems. He has been 
from its inception a trustee of the inter- 
_ national health board which has conducted 
‘public health work in more than 50 coun- 
* tries, fighting effectively from the tropics 
to the poles such diseases as hookworm 
and malaria. 

In 1916 he was a member cf that com- 
mission sent to China by the Rockefeller 
Foundation, which organized the Peking 
Union Medical College and Hospital, as a 
model from which the Chinese might learn 
what the white races alfeady knew of the 
alleviation of suffering and the blessings 


of science. 
In his 75th year, Dr. Welch resigned as 


after her. He panted up the veranda steps 
and through the open door.

I'm 
happier where I am: You felt that, too— 
the sense of dissatisfaction that people 
should dance and be merry while others 
ere placing their bodies between them and 
tragedy.

graphic years of his life when medicine 
was rising to new glories not without his 
help and looking to the future, confident 
that the work to which he dedicated him- 
self will go on from new glory to new glory 
in the cause of humanity. 

Yn surveying the position to which 
American medicine has climbed, partly 
under his guidance, Dr. Welch recently 
sgid, “Although many Germans now think 
that the United States is the world leader 
in-medical edueation, I feel that Germany 
still is in the forefront, though not so out- 
standingly as in my youth. We undoubtedly 
have come up tremendously. ._ 

“In scientific medicine, we now have men 
who rank favorably in all fields with the 
workers in the same lines in other coun- 
tries. Since science is international, the 
question of who is the world leader is 
meaningless, but you may be. sure that we 
nowadays have nothing to be ashamed of. 

“In world medicine my active 55 years

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Sunday Health Talks William Brady, M. D. 


<a mY NE expedition after another has 
‘me 6€6set out in the past three or four 
years in quest of the “common 
| cold” or some clue as tc its cause 
or maybe even a remedy, and to date we 
have had not one word from any of them. 
But we're not anxious. We suspect they 
haven't found anything and they hate to 
admit it. 

At this writing I think it is perfectly 
fair and perfectly true to say that the 
medical profession, rank and file, is re- 
linguishing the alternative theory that ex- 
posure to cold or wet makes an individual 
more susceptible to respiratory infection. 
This theory was an alternative, a com- 
promise which the medical fathers arrived 
at when they were compelled to acknowl- 
edge that germs, infection, had something 
te do with the respiratory diseases that 
had always been ascribed to exposure to 
cold and wet. They boggled a good deal 
about it, the great minds of the profession 
did, and they were distinctly relieved when 
some one conceived the compromise or al- 
ternative theory, to wit, that -even if 
microbes are an essential factor, yo have 
te go and get your feet wet or something 
before the bugs can knock you for a string 
of visits by the family doctor. And until 


now the rank and file has taken an attitude 
as though to say, “That's our story now, 
and we're going to stick to it.” So it is no 
wonder the laity is so fond of the quaint 
idea. 

A dentist urging regular brushing of the 
teeth reminds me of an old time doctor 
mumbling about “lowered resistance.” The 
dentists have long argued that regular use 
of toothbrush is essential for the preserva- 
tion of the teeth, though they never fail to 
concede that if civilized man used the right 
kind of food, or the food of primitive man, 
or the food of savages, or something, he 
might preserve his teeth just as well with- 
out the brushing; but our modern diet 
makes the use of the brush imperative, etc. 


Jujian D. Boyd, M. D., and C. L. Drain, 
D. D. S., Iowa authorities, found that a 
certain simpie diet, plus a cod liver oil 
ration, actually brought about spontaneous 
healing of cavities in the teeth of children 
who were under treatment for diabetes. THe 
main elements of the diet were, not “coarse, 
undenaturized foods which require thor- 
ough mastication,” but fresh fruits, green 
leafy vegetables or relishes, fresh dairy 
products. Such a diet supplies plenty of 
calcium, phosphorus and other mineral 
matter for the teeth, the vitamins necessary 


for the Sissies of (and probably the 
healing of cavities in) the teeth, and finally 
it serves as a natural cleanser of the teeth. 

There is no good reason why every child, 
to say nothing of adults, should not have 
such a diet regularly. Not that the diet must 
be limited to these items or classes of foods, 
but the greens, fresh vegetables, fresh fruits, 
and fresh dairy products should be kept al- 
ways in mind in buying the food for the 
family. 

If parents would only realize it, fresh 
eggs and pure fresh raw milk even at the 
top market prices, are the cheapest foods 
for children of any age up to 16 years, con- 
sidered from the viewpoint of nutritional 
value (not merely calories). 
it is always good to eat and one never tires 
of it. It is fine for children’s teeth. 


I know of no objection to brushing the 
teeth as often as one wishes. Once in & 
long while I still brush mine, using a little 
plain toilet sOdp and water, which is as 


good a cleanser, I believe, as any other_ 


dentrifice and to me tastes less unpleasant. 
If one wishes to get or keep the teeth 
clean it is quite necessary to visit the den- 
tist at least twice a year to have them 
cleaned, and this is so whether one uses 
the toothbrush regularly or not.
